The Bicentennial Committee,

The complex would cover the 


entire block between 9th and 
10th, 0 to P, including the Old 
City Hall building. 


As envisioned by architect

The Downtown Advisory Com- 


mittee, among others, has been 
lobbying to preserve the block 
and use the existing buildings. 


While no one has yet reached 


the stage of saying who will pay 
how much for the redevelop- 
ment, NU President D. B. 
Varner said university officials 
are willing to "cooperate fully to 
bring this dream to realization." 


Converting the building into a 


performing arts center would 
cost roughly half of what it 
would take to build a new struc- 
ture.

Supporters of the bill say yes. 


They argue that existing agen- 
cies, departments and offices are 
ineffective and claim that many 
of them have no real power to 
act. 


Opponents of the measure say 


no. "I do not believe that we 
need yet another federal 
bureaucracy in Washington," 
Ford said recently, urging that 
consideration of the bill be 
delayed. 


Legislation to establish an in- 


dependent consumer agency was 
first introduced in 1969 and has 
been resubmitted every year 
since then. The measure passed 
the Senate in 1970, but failed to 
get out of committee in the 
House. It passed the House in 
1972 and 1974, but was defeated 
in the Senate by a filibuster. 


The name of the proposed unit

— but the key provisions are the 
same.

'Piracy' Done 
By Cambodia 


Washington (AP)-A Cambo- 


dian gunboat fired at and seized 
on Monday an unarmed U.S. 
merchant ship which its owners 
said was carrying military and 
commercial cargo. President 
Ford called it "an act of piracy." 


White House Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen, who announced the 
seizure of the U.S. merchant 
ship Mayaguez, said the failure 
to release the vessel "would 
have the most serious con- 
sequences." That diplomatic 
language is used only in 
situations considered extremely 
grave and carrying the possibili- 
ty of military action. 


Nessen said the Mayaguez and 


its crew of 39 were seized 60 
miles off the coast of Cambodia, 
about eight miles from a small 
•rock island apparently claimed 
by both Cambodia and Vietnam. 
The owners said it was 85 miles 
from shore. 


Nessen later announced that a 


Panamanian ship was stopped 
by Cambodia in the same area 


. May 7 or May 8 but apparently 


has been allowed" to leave and 
reportedly is en route to Bankok, 
Thailand. 


The Sea-Land Corp., of Menlo- 


Park, N.J., owner of the 
Mayaguez, said the company did 
not know the nature of the 
military cargo aboard the vessel. 
"At the most it would just be 
small arms," said a spokesman. 
" . . . We're just a container 
operation so there could be no 
heavy military equipment." 


He said the ship was en route 


from Hong Kong to Thailand. 


President Ford, meanwhile 


met with the National Security 
Council to discuss the seizure, 
and the State Department said 
diplomatic efforts were under 
way for the return of the vessel. 
These efforts were understood 
to be through third countries 
since there is no direct link 
between Washington and Phnom 
Penh. 


(The New York Times 


reported that the United States 
asked China for help in per- 
suading Cambodia to release the 
merchant ship. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, according 
to the Times, instructed that dis- 
creet appeals be made to the 
Chinese liaison office in 
Washington and to the govern- 
ment in Peking. "This was done 
because 
Washington 


believes ... only the Chinese 
have any influence with the new 
Communist-backed rulers of 
Phnom Penh," the Times story 
said.) 


Warships from the U.S. 7th 


Fleet reportedly were ordered to 
begin moving in the direction of 
the Gulf of Thailand. 


The United States considers 


all waters more than three miles 
seaward to be in international 
territory. Cambodia, however, is 
one of about 40 nations which for 
several years have claimed 
jurisdiction over waters exten- 
ding 12 miles from shore, 
American officials said. Since 
the Mayaguez reportedly was 
within eight miles of an island 
claimed by Cambodia, this ap- 
parently would put it in waters 
claimed by Cambodia but 


viewed as international territory 
by the United States. 


"You can easily deduce we 


consider it outside of territorial 
waters," Nessen said. 


Nessen, asked if he viewed the 


seizure as "a major crisis," said: 
"I don't want to characterize it." 


He replied "no" when asked 


whether the ship was a spy ship. 


He said the United States has 


not been in communication with 
the Cambodian government. 


Nessen said that "as far as we 


know" no one on the ship was in- 
jured. 


Sen. James B. Allen, D-Ala., 


said in a Senate speech that "this 
act of piracy... is an outrage 
which we cannot let go un- 
challenged . . .Our national 
honor is at stake." 


Sen. Charles Percy, R-II1., said 


information was too scanty to 
determine whether the seizure 
was an "act of individual piracy" 
or "a carefully planned plot to 
embarrass the United States."

Washington (AP)—A Cambo­ 
dian gunboat fired at and seized 
on Monday an unarmed U.S. 
merchant ship which its owners 
said was carrying military and 
commercial cargo. President 
Ford called it “an act of piracy.” 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen, who announced the 
seizure of the U.S. merchant 
ship Mayaguez, said the failure 
to release the vessel “would 
have the most serious con­ 
sequences.” That diplomatic 
language is used only in 
situations considered extremely 
grave and carrying the possibili­ 
ty of military action. 
Nessen said the Mayaguez and 
its crew of 39 were seized 60 
miles off the coast of Cambodia, 
about eight miles from a small 
rock island apparently claimed 
by both Cambodia and Vietnam. 
The owners said it was 85 miles 
from shore. 
Nessen later announced that a 
Panamanian ship was stopped 
by Cambodia in the same area 
May 7 or May 8 but apparently 
has been allowed to leave and 
reportedly is en route to Bankok, 
Thailand. 
The Sea-Land Corp., of Menlo 
Park, N .J., owner of the 
Mayaguez, said the company did 
not know the nature of the 
military cargo aboard the vessel. 
“At the most it would just be 
small arms,” said a spokesman. 
“ ... We re just a container 
operation so there could be no 
heavy military equipment.” 
He said the ship was en route 
from Hong Kong to Thailand. 
President Ford, meanwhile 
met with the National Security 
Council to discuss the seizure, 
and the State Department said 
diplomatic efforts were under 
way for the return of the vessel. 
These efforts were understood 
to be through third countries 
since there is no direct link 
between Washington and Phnom 
Penh. 


(The New York Times 
reported that the United States 
asked China for help in per­ 
suading Cambodia to release the 
merchant ship. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, according 
to the Times, instructed that dis­ 
creet appeals be made to the 
Chinese liaison office in 
Washington and to the govern­ 
ment in Peking. “This was done 
because 
Washington 
believes... only the Chinese 
have any influence with the new 
Communist-backed rulers of 
Phnom Penh,” the Times story 
said.) 


Warships from the U.S. 7th 
Fleet reportedly were ordered to 
begin moving in the direction of 
the Gulf of Thailand. 


The United States considers 
all waters more than three miles 
seaward to be in international 
territory. Cambodia, however, is 
one of about 40 nations which for 
several years have claimed 
jurisdiction over waters exten­ 
ding 12 miles from shore, 
American officials said. Since 
the Mayaguez reportedly was 
within eight miles of an island 
claimed by Cambodia, this ap­ 
parently would put it in waters 
claimed by Cambodia but 


viewed as international territory 
by the United States. 
“ You can easily deduce we 
consider it outside of territorial 
waters,” Nessen said. 
Nessen, asked if he viewed the 
seizure as “a major crisis,” said: 
"I don’t want to characterize it. ” 
He replied “ no” when asked 
whether the ship was a spy ship. 
He said the United States has 
not been in communication with 
the Cambodian government. 
Nessen said that “as far as we 
know” no one on the ship was in­ 
jured. 
Sen. James B. Allen. D-Ala., 
said in a Senate speech that “this 
act of piracy... is an outrage 
which we cannot let go un­ 
challenged . . .Our national 
honor is at stake.” 
Sen. Charles Percy, R-Ill., said 
information was too scanty to 
determine whether the seizure 
was an “act of individual piracy’’ 
or “a carefully planned plot to 
embarrass the United States.” 
Percy said he would consider 
it unwise for Congress to take 
any action until more is known. 
“It’s outrageous,” said Rep. 
Thomas N. Downing, D-Va. 
“ Under the War Powers Act, the 
President has the authority to 
take action. I will back him 
fully.” 
Rep. David Satterfield. D-Va„ 
said he would “ back any action” 
President Ford takes. “It’s time 
we let the Cambodians know the 
sovereignty of the United States 
stands for something.” 
“We ought to go after it,” Sen. 
John Sparkman, D-Ala., chair­ 
man of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, said on 
the Senate floor. 
Sen. Robert A. Taft, R-Ohio, 
said the United States “should 
try all kinds of sanctions first.” 
“But that doesn’t mean ruling 
out retaking it,” he said. “We 
can’t allow that kind of thing to 
happen on the high seas.” 
“ It's a terribly serious thing,” 
said Senate Republican leader 
Hugh Scott of Pennsylvania. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
urged patience although he said 
Ford was right in calling the 
seizure an act of piracy. 
“Let’s keep our shirts on and 
see if they return the ship,” 
Javits said. 
Javits, an architect of the 1973 
War Powers Act, said he 
believes Ford would have the 
right to use military' force to 
retrieve the ship. The law gives 
the President the right to in­ 
troduce military forces into 
hostilities for up to 60 days to 
protect Americans. 
Sen. James L. Buckley, Con.- 
R-N.Y., urged the President “to 
order immediate punitive air 
and naval attacks on appropriate 
targets in Cambodia.” 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., agreed the seizure was an 
act of piracy but said the govern­ 
ment should “stop, look and 
listen” before resorting to force. 
“Let’s use reason first,” he said. 
The Mayaguez was the first 
U.S. ship seized by a foreign 
navy since the U.S. spy ship 
Pueblo was captured by North 
Korea on Jan. 23, 1968. 
The Pueblo’s crew of 83 was 
held captive for 11 months 
before tieing freed.

Doctor Hunt 
Isn't Official

Three Nebraska state senators were en route to 
California’s Camp Pendleton Monday afternoon 
but won’t have an official purpose until at least 
Tuesday. 
Acting with speed, the Legislature's Executive 
Board approved transportation for Sens. John 
DeCamp of Neligh, Thomas Kennedy of Newman 
Grove and Richard Maresh of Milligan to Camp 
Pendleton in an attempt to entice Vietnamese 
refugee physicians to Nebraska. 
That action took place Monday morning but a 
resolution officially spelling out the purpose of that 
trip, and approving it, wasn’t introduced until 
afternoon at about the same time their airplane 
was leaving Lincoln Municipal Airport. 
Falls Vote Short 
The resolution needed 25 votes to be adopted. 
It failed on a 24-15 count. 
However. Sen. Jerome Warner of Waverly, 
who voted against adoption, said he wanted that

Legal Question 
Warner said his vote against the resolution was 
prompted by obligations he said it imposed on the 
Unicameral which he questioned.

Other senators said they did not like the way 
the situation was handled. 
“ I ’m somewhat dismayed over the 
procedure," said Sen. Walter George of Blair, who 
suggested if the senators were in the air and the 
resolution failed, “I want them to jump out and 
walk back” as well as get a refund from the airline. 
Sen. Gerald Koch of Ralston asked, “Did we 
really send the experts?” There was no response. 
Even One Worth Trip 
Sen. Harold Simpson of Lincoln, a member of 
the executive board, defended the action, saying 
even one physician would be worth it. 
The chain of events followed an announcement 
on the floor by DeCamp that there were physicians 
available at Camp Pendleton and there was a 
chance some could be brought to Nebraska to shore 
up declining numbers of physicians in rural areas. 
However, DeCamp said action had to be 
speedy since both Australia and Canada were sen­ 
ding airplanes to Camp Pendleton to get as many 
physicians as they could. 
Two Vietnamese physicians, according to 
Simpson, have already agreed to locate at 
Sutherland. 
The plane carrying the senators, as well as 
State Health Department officials, took off at 4:10 
p.m.

Race Track Grandstand OK'd 
Construction of a $3.9 million 
grandstand at the State Fairgrounds 
race track should be underway by 
Sept. 15. 
Gov. J. James Exon Monday ap­ 
proved the State Department of Ad­ 
ministrative Services’ (DAS) plans for 
the grandstand. 
According to the plan, the bid date 
will be July 1, and the bonds for the 
project, totaling $3.8 million, will be 
sold during the week of August 4. 
$5 Million In Bonds 
The 1974 Legislature authorized the 
State Board of Agriculture to issue up 
to $5 million in revenue bonds through 
Lancaster County. The bonds will be 
paid back with 5% of the parimutuel 
taxes in excess of $1 million from the 
Fairgrounds race track. 
Bonds totaling $1.2 million were 
issued earlier for work on the race 
track itself and the horse bams. 
The grandstand budget has been in­ 
creased over what was originally 
planned, since the cost of work 
already underway was less expensive 
than anticipated. 
The track’s 1975 racing season will 
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not be affected by the construction; 
however, the Fairgrounds’ 1976 racing 
season tentatively will be apportioned 
to the other tracks. 
Total Capacity 6,548 
The new grandstand, the plan said, 
will seat 2,520 people in open air seats 
and 1,762 in air-conditioned seats. A 
restaurant will be able to accom­ 
modate 266, and there will be room 
for overflow crowds on the north 
apron (2,000 people). The total capcity 
will be 6,548. 
The total project cost should be in 
the neighborhood of $44.10 per Square 
foot, which “compares favorably” 
with the $39.18 per square foot costs 
quoted from “ Dodge Building Cost” 
data for a similar project. 
The timetable calls for the track and 
grandstand to be ready for the 1977 
racing season. 


In another construction matter, the 
State Building Commission has ap­ 
proved a $174,765 bid submitted by 
Western Waterproofing of Omaha for 
repair of the leaky promenade deck on 
the State Capitol. 
The bid does not include building up 
the promenade deck to a condition 
which would allow foot traffic along 
the entire length of the promenade. 


To do that, Western estimated it 
would cost $519,557; only $200,000 has 
been allotted for that project. 
Other bidders for the limited 
restoration were Kmgery Construction 
Co. of Lincoln, $220,130 ($572,372 for 
complete restoration); and Olson 
Construction Co. of Lincoln, $287,272 
($695,597 for complete restoration). 
The work should be completed by 
January, 1976.

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School Integration Rulings Stand 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court on Monday let 
stand two federal court rulings 
designed to desegregate schools, 
but agreed to review an order 
aimed at segregation in housing. 


In brief orders without 


explanation, the court declined 
to hear appeals from lower court 
decisions that school authorities 
in Boston and Kalamazoo, 
Mich., had purposely segregated 
their schools. 


But the justices said they will 


hear arguments next fall on a 
federal appeals court decision 
requiring a "comprehensive 
metropolitan area plan" for 
pubjic housing in Chicago and its 
suburbs. 


The court also decided four 


cases on which it had heard 
arguments. All four of them 
were decided without the par- 
ticipation of Justice William 0. 
Douglas, who is ill. 


In these cases, the justices: 
—Struck down by a 5 to 3 vote 


a Texas law requiring the ap- 
proval of a majority of property 
owners in order for bond issues 
to be passed in an election. 


—Ruled 6 to 2 that persons 


charged with violating state laws 
may not have their trials 
transferred to federal courts un- 
der the Civil Rights Act unless 
they can show they were victims 
of "force or the threat of force." 


—Ruled 8 to 0 that a state may 


require gasoline station 
operators to pay sales taxes 
based on their pump prices, in- 
cluding federal and state excise 
taxes. 


—Decided 5 to 2 that defen- 


dants in environmental and 
other public interest lawsuits 
may not be required to pay the 
plaintiffs' attorneys unless there 
is a law specifically permitting 
such a court order. 


The high court's action in the 


Boston School case came just 
two days after another order 
by U.S. District Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity Jr., which has stirred 
anew the city's long simmering 
controversy over school busing. 


In the decision which the court 


had been asked to review, the 
U.S. Circuit Court in Boston up- 
held a ruling last June 21 by 
Gamty, setting in motion the 
steps which led to busing. Garri- 
ty followed up that ruling by ap- 
proving a temporary desegrega- 
tion plan which took effect last 
September, requiring the busing 
of 17,000 of the city's 85,000 
public school students. 


This plan, which centered 


mainly on the upper grades, 
stirred sporadic acts of violence. 


On Saturday, Garrity came up 


with a new plan which calls for 
busing 21,000 children next year, 
12,000 of them in the first five 
grades. 


In the other school case, the 


U.S. Circuit Court in Cincinnati 
ordered the Kalamazoo Board of 
Education to take steps to over- 
come "a purposeful pattern of 
segregation." 


The board replied that such a 


pattern "will exist wherever a 
neighborhood school concept is 
followed in a system having 
residential areas which differ or 
change in racial content." 


The Chicago case to be heard 


next term shapes up as a major 
test of the power of federal 
courts to require the establish- 
ment of public housing in white 
suburbs in an effort to break up 
black ghettoes. 


Blacks have charged that the 


department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development has assisted in 
"the carrying on of a racially dis- 
criminatory public housing 
system within the city of 
Chicago." 


Boupha Defense Minister 


Vientiane, Laos — A pro-Communist general, 


Khamouan Boupha, announced that he had become the 
new defense minister of Laos. He issued orders grounding 
the air force and forbidding all movement of troops or 
military equipment. 
Levi Refusal Sets Stage 


Washington — Arty. Gen. Edward Levi's refusal to 


let a General Accounting Office task force see the FBI's 
raw investigative files has set the stage for an expected 
denial of similar requests for such materials by House and 
Senate committees examimng the intelligence communi- 
ty. Levi said that although he expected to cooperate 
generally with the House and Senate investigations, he 
was disturbed about the "consequences that would 
follow" from allowing Congress to examine the files of a 
department of the executive branch. 
Israel Blocks Publication 


Jerusalem — The Israeli government has moved 


vigorously to block publication of a book that reportedly 
contains secret minutes of conversations

when they sailed into Boston, on 
Monday amidst colorful banners 
and blaring brass bands. 


The visit by the guided missile 


destroyers Boykiy, flagship of 
Rear Adm. A. M. Kalinin, and 
Zhguchiy is part of a five-day 
warship exchange arranged in 
honor of the 30th anniversary of 
the Allied victory over Nazi Ger- 
many. 


In Leningrad, meanwhile, the 


U.S. guided missile frigate 
Leahy and the guided missile 
destroyer Tattnall sailed into 


'' port with similar fanfare under 


the eyes of hundreds of curious 
onlookers. 


The Boykiy and Zhguchiy, 


with all their missiles removed 
from view, tied up at Com- 
monwealth Pier 
after 


exchanging 21-gun salutes with a 
National Guard battery on Cas- 
tle Island at the mouth of the in- 
ner Boston Harbor. 


Soviet Ambassador Anatoly F. 


Dobrynin boarded both ships to 
welcome the commanders and 
review sailors in formal dress 
lining the decks. Dobrynin 
greeted the sailors with a loud 
"good morning," and the sailors 
replied in unison, "Good mor- 
ning Comrade Ambassador of 
the Soviet Union." 


After the initial greetings, 


Soviet and American sailors 
mingled on the decks of the Rus- 
sian vessels, exchanging chitchat

p u blic hou sing in Chicago and its 
su bu rbs. 


The co u rt also decided fou r 
cases on which it had heard 
argu ments. All fo u r of them 
were decided witho u t the p ar­ 
ticip atio n of Ju stice William 0. 
Dou glas, who is ill. 


In these cases, the ju stices: 
—Stru ck down by a 5 to 3 v ote 
a Tex as law req u iring the ap ­ 
p rov al of a majo rity of p ro p erty 
owners in o rder for bond issu es 
to be p assed in an election. 
—Ru led 6 to 2 that p ersons 
charged with v iolating state laws 
may no t hav e the ir tria ls 
transferred to federal co u rts u n­ 
der the Civ il Rights Act u nless 
they can show they were v ictims 
of “fo rce o r the threat of fo rce.” 


—Ru led 8 to 0 that a state may 
r e q u ir e g a s o line s ta tio n 
o o erato rs to p ay sales tax es 
based on their p u mp p rices, in­ 
clu ding federal and state ex cise 
tax es. 


—Decided 5 to 2 that defen­ 
dants in env iro nmental and 
o ther p u blic interest lawsu its 
may no t be req u ired to p ay the 
p laintiffs’ atto rney s u nless there 
is a law sp ecifically p ermitting 
su ch a co u rt o rder. 


The high co u rt’s actio n in the 
Boston School case came ju st 
two day s after ano ther o rder 
by U.S. District Ju dge W. Arthu r 
Garrity Jr., which has stirred 
anew the city 's long simmering 
co ntro v ersy o v er school bu sing. 
In the decision which the co u rt 
had been asked to rev iew, the 
U.S. Circu it Cou rt in Boston u p ­ 
held a ru ling last Ju ne 21 by 
Garrity , setting in motion the 
step s which led to bu sing. Garri­ 
ty followed u p that ru ling by ap ­ 
p rov ing a temp o rary desegrega­ 
tion p lan which took effect last 
Sep tember, req u iring the bu sing 
of 17,000 of the city ’s 8 5,000 
p u blic school stu dents. 
This p lan, which centered 
mainly on the u p p er grades, 
stirred sp oradic acts of v iolence. 
On Satu rday , Garrity came u p 
with a new p lan which calls for 
bu sing 21,000 children nex t y ear, 
12,000 of them in the first fiv e 
grades. 


In the o ther school case, the 
U.S. Circu it Co u rt in Cincinnati 
o rdered the Kalamazoo Bo ard of 
Edu catio n to take step s to o v er­ 
co me “a p u rp o sefu l p attern of 
segregatio n.” 
The bo ard rep lied that su ch a 
p attern “will ex ist wherev er a 
neighbo rho o d school co ncep t is 
followed in a sy stem hav ing 
residential areas which differ o r 
change in racial co ntent.” 


The Chicago case to be heard 
nex t term shap es u p as a majo r 
test of the p o wer of federal 
co u rts to req u ire the establish­ 
ment of p u blic hou sing in white 
su bu rbs in an effo rt to break u p 
black ghettoes. 


Blacks hav e charged that the 
dep artment of Hou sing and Ur­ 
ban Dev elo p ment has assisted in 
“the carry ing on of a racially dis­ 
crim inato ry p u blic ho u sing 
sy stem w ithin the city o f 
Chicago.”

A Real American Welcome 


The U.S. Senate's second ranking (in 


terms of years) Republican, Roman Hruska 
of Nebraska, announced this last weekend 
that he will not seek another term. He 
blessed John Y. McCollister, the Second 
District Congressman, and said he would 
like to see McCollister sit in that Senate 
seat. 


With all due respect to the old political 


warhprse and to the able McCollister, the 
seat is not just merely transferred, but ob- 
tained in that sort of public auction by 
which free people name their represen- 
tatives. 


McCollister acknowledged that he 


wouldn't just be given the seat when he 
pledged the hardest campaign in Nebraska 
political history. 


This is a different state, a different 


electorate, than that which has returned 
Hruska and Curtis to the Senate time after 
time. We are, hopefully, expecting more of 
our public servants in Washington. We may 
be ready to join the big leagues again and 
have distinguished representation in the 
Senate. 


It is perhaps unkind, but accurate, to 


say that on the national political scene, 
Nebraska died when George Norris was 
defeated. It has been a long time, 
somewhat akin to Nebraska's lamented 
football eclipse during the 40s and 50s. 


McCollister is gaining statewide 


recognition, but still has a long way to go. 
With Hruska's and the Republican 
hierarchy's backing, he is nevertheless 
several strides ahead in the Senate dash. 
He is respected and, as we said, able. It will 
be difficult for anyone to overtake him. 


But McCollister's saying that he will 


run the hardest campaign in the state's 
history does not mean that no one is 
prepared to match him. 


There are any number of qualified can- 


didates in either party. Gene Leahy's name 
comes to mind. Wallace Peterson of Lin- 
coln. There is State Sen. Loran Schmit of 
Bellwood. State Sen. John Cavanaugh in of 
Omaha would make an excellent U.S. 
Senator. There is the governor of 
Nebraska, Jim Exon, a public servant of 
proven ability and appeal. The Senate clash 
will be titanic. 


The seat is not "safe". It cannot be 


handed down. 


A Worthwhile Program 


The proposed chemical dependency 


unit for Nebraska Penal complex inmates 
apparently has become a hct political coal 
which officials are finding hard to handle. 


Legislation appropriating $75,000 to 


purchase an old missile base near Crete to 
turn into a state-run chemical dependency 
unit was scuttled by the opposition of 
Crete-area residents. 


State Corrections Director Joseph 


Vitek has said he was "extremely disap- 
pointed" that the plans for the missile site 
were dropped. "We'll be hard-pressed to 
find a more desirable site," he said. 


We join in that disappointment. 
The corrections department is now 


looking for another location for the 
prisoners' chemical dependency unit. A 
temporary facility on prison property may

be in the offing while officials look for a 
permanent site. 


New legislation provides that alter- 


native sites must be reported to the 
Unicameral and the governor before 
money is made available to start the 
project. 


Vitek estimates that it will cost half a 


million dollars to duplicate the Crete site, 
which the state could have bought for $75.- 
000. 


That doesn't make too much sense to 


us. But the economics of the question 
aside, we hope the program isn't scuttled 
It is a worthwhile effort — helping people 
kick the habit; it will benefit all of society 
in the long run — and we hope public op- 
position to the chemical dependency unit 
cools and that it finds a home soon. 


Cambodian Revolution 


WASHINGTON — First reports from Cam- 


bodia suggest that one of the great upheavals of 
history may be taking place there. 


The forced evacuation of the cities and 


towns, the overnight conversion of a relatively 
modern society with cities and towns into a 
communal peasant agranamsm — not even in 
China has such a thoroughgoing revolution in 
human affairs been attempted so abruptly. 


The goal, said a Cambodian communist 


broadcast monitored in Bangkok, is "a new 
social system that is sound, clean, free from cor- 
ruption, and irrwhich there is no hooliganism, 
graft, embezzlement, gambling, prostitution. 
alcoholism, or any kind of hazardous games." 
No aid of any kind, first reports say. is to be 
accepted from abroad as Cambodia erects a new 
nation "that is independent, peaceful and 
neutral. These sweeping goals, contradicting so 
much of human history, can be achieved by the 
shadowy new government of what Americans 
once thought of as the pleasant and friendly 
country of Cambodia, although the main 
reliance still will be placed on agriculture. 


What is stunning, however, is that such an 


enormous upheaval could be attempted with 
such speed and assurance, apparently to a long- 
conceived pattern. While the population in- 
solved — about seven million people — is not 
great by comparison to those of Russia and 
China, that very fact seems to have encouraged 
an effort to achieve as much or more change im- 
mediately as either of those nations could bring 
about in decades. 


A conception of such magnitude deserves 


comment in itself, aside from the stated goals of 
the revolution and the extent to which they may 
someday be- reached. 


In the first place, what has happened so far 


in Cambodia makes it clear the new regime has 
rulers — not just leaders — as despotic and im- 
perial as any to be found in that long, cruel 
course of history on which an entire nation is 
being forced to turn its back. 


In the second place, these despotic rulers 


have so far been utterly ruthless in bringing 
about the new order they proclaim. 


• Routing the sick and wounded from the 


hospitals, throwing the old and the young alike 
at bayonet point upon the roads to the coun- 
tryside, breaking up families, making a whole 
population refugee — all this may not be a blood 
bath in the sense in which the Chilean junta 
executed thousands, but in another sense it

seems as bad. particularly since the innocent 
and helpless seem to have been herded without 
discrimination into the same plight as those who 
might more legitimately have been made to suf- 
fer retaliation and banishment. 


What the toll in human lives may be will 


probably never be known; it is bound to be 
great.

It follows from these two points that there 


is not to be much room in the new Cambodia for 
those notions of individual rights held dear, if 
often violated, in some other societies even 
when the worst period of violence and upheaval 
and coercion is past, the goals of the new regime 
would permit little deviation from the 
proclaimed norms of expected behavior. 


It may be protested that individualism is 


precisely what is wrong with the old idea of 
society now abandoned in Cambodia, that the 
evacuation of Phnom Penh was symbolically a 
re-enactment of the fall of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, and that the only way to a "sound, 
clean" society is to subordinate the rights of the 
individual to the greater good of the many. 


It may further be protested that the in- 


justice and cruelty and despotism of these first 
days of the revolution were but a minor and 
temporary' expedient on the road to a classless, 
leaderless society of equals, in which no one will 
exploit or rule anyone else and all will share 
alike.

Even if there could be assurances that this 


will be so — as it is not yet so even in China, 
where the stated goals of revolution seem to 
have been more faithfully pursued than in the 
Soviet Union — the question still must be asked 
whether the human cost of achieving such a 
"sound, clean" society is not too great, whether 
it is not at least as great as the human cost of the 
admittedly corrupt societies of the individual? 


This is a question on which people of 


different eras and cultures and character have 
argued endlessly, to which there can be no one 
certain answer for all. 


Of those who are forcing the revolution in 


Cambodia, it can only be said that they did not 
underestimate the difficulties of doing so; un- 
like some who talk of revolution, they knew it 
could not be had except at profound cost to 
humanity.

NEW YORK - The sour-spirited 


reception given the Vietnam refugees is 
not surprising It is perfectly consistent 
with the ancient American debate about 
who is fit to be American. 


When the English got to America, they 


found many people who were not fit to be 
Americans. There were the Indians, and 
the English put them in their place, 
which was underground or out in the low- 
rent district away from the seashore."" 


There were the French, who were fitter 


than most people to be Americans, 
because they were at least Europeans, 
but they didn't speak English and, so, had 
to be driven out. 


The Dutch came closer to fitting the 


qualifications for real Americans, but 
they didn't speak English either, so were 
sent to Albany, on the theory that they 
would freeze or wither away. 


The Spanish were absolutely hopeless. 


They came from the Mediterranean. 
They had dark skin. They took siestas in 
the shank of the day when real Americans 
were working to pay taxes. They were 
shunted off southward into jungle and 
desert. 


Established as the real Americans, the 


English confronted the Africans, whom 
they had imported in chains. An obvious 
case. They were absolutely essential to do 
the heavy work involved in building the 
country, but could never be real 
Americans because, as everybody knew, 
real Americans were hard-working peo- 
ple and blacks were shiftless and lazy and 
spent all their time singing, dancing and 
cadging handouts from the government. 


So the real Americans wrote it firmly 


into the Constitution that the blacks were 
not real Americans. 


Germans, Swedes and other Northern 


Europeans — but not Irishmen — were 
granted real Americanhood with little 
delay, since, like the real Americans who 
had put so many Indians underground 
and constitutionally excluded blacks from 
real Americanhood, they were light- 
skinned and Protestant.

Then — Problems, problems. The 


Irish. They were white enough, all right, 
and even remotely European. But they 
were all so Catholic. The solution was to 
grant them 18th-rate Americanhood, put 


them on four generations of probation at 
hard labor, and let them be pronounced 
real Americans if they survived. 


The Indians persisted despite their high 


interment rate, and were not so easily 
dealt with. You couldn't trust an Indian, 
so the real Americans cheated, betrayed 
and double-crossed them, rounded them 
up, put a fence around them and 
pronounced them useful only for being 
euchred by real Americans. 


The blacks, who were no whiter than 


the Indians, tried to qualify for real 
Americanhood by becoming Protestants, 
but all they won was the right to play 
musical instruments in brothels and to 
satisfy the real Americans' occasional 
thirst for swift justice by being hanged on 
the courthouse-square sycamore.

Soon Italians, Greeks, Poles, Slovaks, 


Russians and Chinese were pouring into 
the country. The Chinese, not being 
European, were declared 93rd-rate 
Americans, and laws were passed to keep 
their relatives out of the country. 


Then came Puerto Ricans and 


Mexicans. Real Americans? Not half like- 


ly replied the English, Germans, Swedes, 
Irish Italians, Greeks, Poles Slovaks, 
Russians and all the other Europeans 
who had now become the real real 
Americans. 


Real Americans came from Europe, 


and not Latin America, unless they were 
Cubans and hated communism. So the 
Puerto Ricans and Mexicans" were sent to 
pick beans or live in the Bronx and wait 
on tables. 


By this time the Europeans who had 


arrived only 40 or 50 years earlier had 
become such real Americans that they 
urged the blacks, who had arrived 200 
years before them, be exported to Africa 
due to inability to be real Americans. 


The Indians, meanwhile, were insolent- 


ly refusing to die, although they could 
never be real Americans, and while all 
this was going on, more than 100.000 
refugees arrived from Vietnam. Not 
Europeans, but Orientals People who 
could never be real Americans. 


The real Americans were sour and 


angry. As always.

The Information Gap

One of the problems of citizen accessibility to our state 


legislative process is of adequate information on just when cer- 
tain bills will be coming up for various stages of action on the 
floor of the Unicameral. Once bills are past the committee 
hearing process, it is often difficult to know when letters, calls 
or visits to our legislators on a particular bill of interest will be 
timely 


Filling this information gap could be a very important func- 


tion of any proposed public broadcast agency in Nebraska. Daily 
and even hourly bulletins of schedules and pending actions in 
the Legislature would be a sorely needed public service. When 
privately owned radio interests challenge the need for public 
radio in our communities, this is certainly one of the services to

The U.S. Senate’s seco nd ranking (in 
terms o f y ears) Republican, Ro man Hruska 
o f Nebraska, anno unced this last weekend 
that he will no t seek ano ther term. He 
blessed Jo hn Y. McCo llister, the Seco nd 
District Co ng ressman, and said he wo uld 
like to see McCo llister sit in that Senate 
seat. 


With all due respect to the o ld po litical 
warho rse and to the able McCo llister, the 
seat is no t just merely transferred, but o b­ 
tained in that so rt o f public auctio n by 
which free peo ple name their represen­ 
tativ es. 


McCo llister ackno wledg ed that he 
wo uldn’t just be g iv en the seat when he 
pledg ed the hardest campaig n in Nebraska 
po litical histo ry . 
This is a different state, a different 
electo rate, than that which has returned 
Hruska and Curtis to the Senate time after 
time. We are, ho pefully , ex pecting mo re o f 
o ur public serv ants in Washing to n. We may 
be ready to jo in the big leag ues ag ain and 
hav e disting uished representatio n in the 
Senate. 
It is perhaps unkind, but accurate, to 


say that o n the natio nal po litical scene, 
Nebraska died when Geo rg e No rris was 
defeated. It has been a lo ng time, 
so mewhat akin to Nebraska’s lamented 
fo o tball eclipse during the 40 s and 50 s. 
McCo llister is g aining statewide 
reco g nitio n, but still has a lo ng way to g o . 
With Hruska’s and the Republican 
hierarchy ’s backing , he is nev ertheless 
sev eral strides ahead in the Senate dash. 
He is respected and, as we said, able. It will 
be difficult fo r any o ne to o v ertake him. 
But McCo llister’s say ing that he will 
run the hardest campaig n in the state’s 
histo ry do es no t mean that no o ne is 
prepared to match him. 
There are any number o f qualified can­ 
didates in either party . Gene Leahy ’s name 
co mes to mind. Wallace Peterso n o f Lin­ 
co ln. There is State Sen. Lo ran Schmit o f 
Bellwo o d. State Sen. Jo hn Cav anaug h III o f 
Omaha wo uld make an ex cellent U.S. 
Senato r. There is the g o v erno r o f 
Nebraska. Jim Ex o n, a public serv ant o f 
pro v en ability and appeal. The Senate clash 
will be titanic. 
The seat is no t “ safe” . It canno t be 
handed do wn. 


A Wo rth wh ile Pro g ram 


The pro po sed chemical dependency 
unit fo r Nebraska Penal co mplex inmates 
apparently has beco me a ho t po litical co al 
which o fficials are finding hard to handle. 
Leg islatio n appro priating $75,0 0 0 to 
purchase an o ld missile base near Crete to 
turn into a state-run chemical dependency 
unit was scuttled by the o ppo sitio n o f 
Crete-area residents. 
State Co rrectio ns Directo r Jo seph 
Vitek has said he was “ ex tremely disap­ 
po inted” that the plans fo r the missile site 
were dro pped. “ We'll be hard-pressed to 
find a mo re desirable site,” he said. 
We jo in in that disappo intment. 
The co rrectio ns department is no w 
lo o king fo r ano ther lo catio n fo r the 
priso ners’ chemical dependency unit. A 
tempo rary facility o n priso n pro perty may

be in the o ffing while o fficials lo o k fo r a 
permanent site. 
New leg islatio n pro v ides that alter­ 
nativ e sites must be repo rted to the 
Unicameral and the g o v erno r befo re 
mo ney is made av ailable to start the 
pro ject. 
Vitek estimates that it will co st half a 
millio n do llars to duplicate the Crete site, 
which the state co uld hav e bo ug ht fo r $75,- 
000. 
That do esn’t make to o much sense to 
us. But the eco no mics o f the questio n 
aside, we ho pe the pro g ram isn't scuttled. 
It is a wo rthwhile effo rt — helping peo ple 
kick the habit; it will benefit all o f so ciety 
in the lo ng run — and we ho pe public o p­ 
po sitio n to the chemical dependency unit 
co o ls and that it finds a ho me so o n.

The fo rced ev acu atio n o f the cities and 
to wns, the o v ernight co nv ersio n o f a relativ ely 
mo dern so ciety with cities and to wns into a 
co mmu nal peasant agrarianism — no t ev en in 
China has su ch a tho ro u ghgo ing rev o lu tio n in 
hu man affairs been attempted so abru ptly . 


The go al, said a Cambo dian co mmu nist 
bro adcast mo nito red in Bangko k, is “a new 
so cial sy stem that is so u nd, clean, free fro m co r­ 
ru ptio n, and im which there is no ho o liganism, 
graft, embezzlement, gambling, pro stitu tio n, 
alco ho lism, o r any kind o f hazardo u s games. ” 
No aid o f any kind, first repo rts say . is to be 
accepted fro m abro ad as Cambo dia erects a new 
natio n “that is independent, peacefu l and 
neu tral. These sweeping go als, co ntradicting so 
mu ch o f hu man histo ry , can be achiev ed by the 
shado wy new go v ernment o f what Americans 
o nce tho u ght o f as the pleasant and friendly 
co u ntry o f Cambo dia; altho u gh the main 
reliance still will be placed o n agricu ltu re.

What is stu nning, ho wev er, is that su ch an 
eno rmo u s u pheav al co u ld be attempted with 
su ch speed and assu rance, apparently to a lo ng- 
co nceiv ed pattern. While the po pu latio n in­ 
v o lv ed — abo u t sev en millio n peo ple — is no t 
great by co mpariso n to tho se o f Ru ssia and 
China, that v ery fact seems to hav e enco u raged 
an effo rt to achiev e as mu ch o r mo re change im­ 
mediately as either o f tho se natio ns co u ld bring 
abo u t in decades. 


A co nceptio n o f su ch magmtu de deserv es 
co mment in itself, aside fro m the stated go als o f 
the rev o lu tio n and the ex tent to which they may 
so meday be reached. 
In the first place, what has happened so far 
in Cambo dia makes it clear the new regime has 
ru lers — no t ju st leaders — as despo tic and im­ 
perial as any to be fo u nd in that lo ng, cru el 
co u rse o f histo ry o n which an entire natio n is 
being fo rced to tu rn its back. 
In the seco nd place, these despo tic ru lers 
hav e so far been u tterly ru thless in bringing 
abo u t the new o rder they pro claim. 
• Ro u ting the sick and wo u nded fro m the 
ho spitals, thro wing the o ld and the y o u ng alike 
at bay o net po int u po n the ro ads to the co u n­ 
try side, breaking u p families, making a who le 
po pu latio n refu gee — all this may no t be a blo o d 
bath in the sense in which the Chilean ju nta 
ex ecu ted tho u sands, bu t in ano ther sense it

seems as bad, particu larly since the inno cent 
and helpless seem to hav e been herded witho u t 
discriminatio n into the same plight as tho se who 
might mo re legitimately hav e been made to su f­ 
fer retaliatio n and banishment. 


What the to ll in hu man liv es may be will 
pro bably nev er be kno wn; it is bo u nd to be 
great.

It fo llo ws fro m these two po ints that there 
is no t to be mu ch ro o m in the new Cambo dia fo r 
tho se no tio ns o f indiv idu al rights held dear, if 
o ften v io lated, in so me o ther so cieties ev en 
when the wo rst perio d o f v io lence and u pheav al 
and co ercio n is past, the go als o f the new regime 
wo u ld perm it little dev iatio n fro m the 
pro claimed no rms o f ex pected behav io r. 


It may be pro tested that indiv idu alism is 
precisely what is wro ng with the o ld idea o f 
so ciety no w abando ned in Cambo dia, that the 
ev acu atio n o f Phno m Penh was sy mbo lically a 
re-enactm ent o f the fall o f So do m and 
Go mo rrah, and that the o nly way to a “so u nd, 
clean” so ciety is to su bo rdinate the rights o f the 
indiv idu al to the greater go o d o f the many . 


It may fu rther be pro tested that the in­ 
ju stice and cru elty and despo tism o f these first 
day s o f the rev o lu tio n were bu t a mino r and 
tempo rary ex pedient o n the ro ad to a classless, 
leaderless so ciety o f equ als, in which no o ne will 
ex plo it o r ru le any o ne else and all will share 
alike.

Ev en if there co u ld be assu rances that this 
will be so — as it is no t y et so ev en in China, 
where the stated go als o f rev o lu tio n seem to 
hav e been mo re faithfu lly pu rsu ed than in the 
So v iet Unio n — the qu estio n still mu st be asked 
whether the hu man co st o f achiev ing su ch a 
“so u nd, clean” so ciety is no t to o great, whether 
it is no t at least as great as the hu man co st o f the 
admittedly co rru pt so cieties o f the indiv idu al? 


This is a qu estio n o n which peo ple o f 
different eras and cu ltu res and character hav e 
argu ed endlessly , to which there can be no o ne 
certain answer fo r ail. 


Of tho se who are fo rcing the rev o lu tio n in 
Cambo dia, it can o nly be said that they did no t 
u nderestimate the difficu lties o f do ing so ; u n­ 
like so me who talk o f rev o lu tio n, they knew it 
co u ld no t be had ex cept at pro fo u nd co st to 
hu manity .

NEW YORK — The so u r-spirited 
receptio n giv en the Vietnam refu gees is 
no t su rprising. It is perfectly co nsistent 
with the ancient American debate abo u t 
who is fit to be American. 
When the English go t to America, they 
fo u nd many peo ple who were no t fit to be 
Americans. There were the Indians, and 
the English pu t them in their place, 
which was u ndergro u nd o r o u t in the lo w- 
rent district away fro m the seasho re. 
There were the French, who were fitter 
than mo st peo ple to be Americans, 
becau se they were at least Eu ro peans, 
bu t they didn’t speak English and, so , had 
to be driv en o u t. 


The Du tch came clo ser to fitting the 
qu alificatio ns fo r real Americans, bu t 
they didn’t speak English either, so were 
sent to Albany , o n the theo ry that they 
wo u ld freeze o r wither away . 


The Spanish were abso lu tely ho peless. 
They came fro m the Mediterranean. 
They had dark skin. They to o k siestas in 
the shank o f the day when real Americans 
were wo rking to pay tax es. They were 
shu nted o ff so u thward into ju ngle and 
desert. 


Established as the real Americans, the 
English co nfro nted the Africans, who m 
they had impo rted in chains. An o bv io u s 
case. They were abso lu tely essential to do 
the heav y wo rk inv o lv ed in bu ilding the 
co u ntry , bu t co u ld nev er be real 
Americans becau se, as ev ery bo dy knew, 
real Americans were hard-wo rking peo ­ 
ple and blacks were shiftless and lazy and 
spent all their time singing, dancing and 
cadging hando u ts fro m the go v ernment. 


So the real Americans wro te it firmly 
into the Co nstitu tio n that the blacks were 
no t real Americans. 


Germans, Swedes and o ther No rthern 
Eu ro peans — bu t no t Irishmen — were 
granted real Americanho o d with little 
delay , since, like the real Americans who 
had pu t so many Indians u ndergro u nd 
and co nstitu tio nally ex clu ded blacks fro m 
real Americanho o d, they were light­ 
skinned and Pro testant.

Then — Pro blems, pro blems. The 
Irish. They were white eno u gh, all right, 
and ev en remo tely Eu ro pean. Bu t they 
were all so Catho lic. The so lu tio n was to 
grant them 18th-rate Americanho o d, pu t 


them o n fo u r generatio ns o f pro batio n at 
hard labo r, and let them be pro no u nced 
real Americans if they su rv iv ed. 
The Indians persisted despite their high 
interment rate, and were no t so easily 
dealt with. Yo u co u ldn't tru st an Indian, 
so the real Americans cheated, betray ed 
and do u ble-cro ssed them, ro u nded them 
u p, pu t a fence aro u nd them and 
pro no u nced them u sefu l o nly fo r being 
eu chred by real Americans. 


The blacks, who were no whiter than 
the Indians, tried to qu alify fo r real 
Americanho o d by beco ming Pro testants, 
bu t all they wo n was the right to play 
mu sical instru ments in bro thels and to 
satisfy the real Americans’ o ccasio nal 
thirst fo r swift ju stice by being hanged o n 
the co u rtho u se-squ are sy camo re.

So o n Italians, Greeks, Po les, Slo v aks, 
Ru ssians and Chinese were po u ring into 
the co u ntry . The Chinese, no t being 
Eu ro pean, 
were declared 9 3 rd-rate 
Americans, and laws were passed to keep 
their relativ es o u t o f the co u ntry . 
Then cam e P u erto R icans and 
Mex icans. Real Americans? No t half like­ 


ly , replied the English. Germans, Swedes, 
Irish, Italians, Greeks, Po les. Slo v aks, 
Ru ssians and all the o ther Eu ro peans 
who had no w beco me the real real 


Americans. 


Real Americans came fro m Eu ro pe, 
and no t Latin America, u nless they were 
Cu bans and hated co mmu nism. So the 
Pu erto Ricans and Mex icans were sent to 
pick beans o r liv e in the Bro nx and wait 
o n tables. 


By this time the Euro peans who had 
arriv ed o nly 40 o r 50 y ears earlier had 
beco me such real Americans that they 
urg ed the blacks, who had arriv ed 2 0 0 
y ears befo re them, be ex po rted to Africa 
due to inability to be real Americans. 


The Indians, meanwhile, were inso lent­ 
ly refu sing to die, altho u gh they co u ld 
nev er be real Americans, and while all 
this was go ing o n, mo re than 100.000 
refu gees arriv ed fro m Vietnam. No t 
Eu ro peans, bu t Orientals. Peo ple who 
co u ld nev er be real Americans. 


The real Americans were so u r and 
angry . As alway s.

Denney Appears Winner After Lunch Battle

After some less than polite political in- 


fighting over the lunch table Monday, it appeared 
that Councilman Max Denney emerged the 
winner in the council chairman sweepstakes. 


It all started when Councilman Steve Cook 


asked his colleagues to delay the formal 
reorganization of the council one week from May 
19 to May 27. 


Cook is going to be out of town. The top vote- 


getter in last week's election, Cook has thrown his 
hat into the ring for council president. 


Denney, in the meantime, has said for several 


weeks that he wanted to preside over the council 
for the next two years. 


Denney said he didn't see any reason to delay 


the election of officers, since a majority would be 
present. 


Things started getting hotter when Cook said 


Denney told him he would be "willing to support 
Bob (Sikyta) or me before the election." 


Denney said he understood that neither Cook 


nor Sikyta were interested in the job and that's 
when he told everybody he'd take it. 


Well, Cook said, "I was depending on your 


support." 


Not Whole Story 


And Sikyta, who said he wasn't vying for the 


chairmanship, claimed Denney wasn't telling it 
like it was since Cook wanted the job. 


Denney said he "apparently misunderstood" 


both Sikyta and Cook since Sikyta, who was sup- 


porting Cook's candidacy, "said he'd support 
me," Denney said. 


Sikyta, who at one pout got up and left the 


meeting in disgust, fired back that he didn't like 
to be quoted "by Max or by the press when they 
don't get the story straight." 


Denney said the inference was that he had 


lied to other council members about the situa- 
tion. 


'Jumped To Conslusion' 


Sikyta said he just meant that Denney 


"jumped to a conclusion without knowing all the 
facts." 


In between bites of his strawberry shortcake, 


Councilman John Robinson tried to resolve the 
issue by suggesting the council take a straw vote. 


Robinson was going to vote for Denney, as 


was Sue Bailey. Both had committed their votes 
to him. 


Dick Baker said he had given his word to 


Denney and would continue to support him. And 
besides, Baker said, the chairmanship would take 
"a lot of time," time which he believed Cook, 
Sikyta and himself didn't have. 


'Always Make It' 


Snapped Sikyta, "I always make it to the 


meetings." 


With Mrs. Bailey's, Robinson's and Baker's 


vote, plus his own, Denney has the four votes 
needed to elect him council president next week. 


The president chairs council meetings, 


generally takes care of following through on coun- 
cil requests to the administration and answers 
correspondence.

Mayor-elect Helen Boosalis 


said Monday she wants to take 
another look at a proposal to 
create a city transportation 
department. 


Mrs. Boosalis said the City 


Council should also consider 
placing transportation-related 
functions in another department 
as a division. She said other 
citites have put transportation 
functions under an urban 
development department. 


Mrs. Boosalis and other coun- 


cil members are considering the 
restructuring of the Community 
Development Department. 


Councilmen Steve Cook and 


Bob Sikyta have proposed the 
transit agency incorporate the 
Lincoln Transportation System 


(LTS), traffic engineering and a 
parking system division. 


Cook told council members 


that initially the department 
would cost only $34,000, which 
would pay the salaries of a direc- 
tor and secretary. 


The proposed 1975-76 budget 


for LTS is $1,421,860, and $593,- 
275 is planned for traffic 
engineering. No budget was 
proposed for the parking 
systems division, since Cook said 
the funds could be generated 
from revenue bonds. 


Under Cook's plan, based on a 


report from Traffic Engineer 
Bob Holsmger, the department's 
first year budget would be $2.04 
million.

The area, which is mostly va-

While the council has decided

exhibitions. 


Disclaimer Suggested 


If the council approves the 


request next week, City Atty. 
Charles Humble may suggest 
that a disclaimer be posted 
stating that the person conduc- 
ting the exhibition has no actual 
power to reveal the past or 
future events. 


The council held another 


hearing on a proposal which 
would allow groups and agencies 
to buy abandoned bicycles for 
low income or needy children. 
Those agencies would have the 
option to purchase the bikes 
before the public did, under the 
proposed law. Currently, all 
bikes which are not claimed are 
auctioned off to the public.

Planting Of Corn 
Ahead Of Normal 


With dry weather throughout 


Nebraska most of the past week, 
corn planting moved into full 
swing in all sections of the state. 


As of the end of the week, 35% 


of the crop had been seeded, 
compared to 70% planted at this 
time last year and a normal rate 
of 25%, according to the State- 
Federal Division of Agricultural 
Statistics. 


"Due to dry topsoil, some 


farmers are waiting for more 
moisture before planting this 
spring," the bureau said Monday 
in its weekly crop-weather 
report. 


Winter wheat is in mostly fair 


to good condition statewide, the 
report said. 


Wheat reports range from 


poor to excellent with excellent 
ratings in the central, east cen- 
tral and southeast districts, it 
was pointed out. 


"Wheat continues to need ad- 


ditional moisture, but has been 
making good growth," the ag 
experts noted. As of now, nearly 
20% of the wheat has jointed, 
with the east central and 
southeast districts having the 
greatest percentage, the report 
stated.

in mostly fair to good condition. 
Alfalfa weevils have been 
showing up in the southern two- 
thirds of the state with some 
damage reported. 


Sugar beet planting is nearing 


completion in the west. A few 
reports of high winds in the 
southwest were received, 
causing some wind damage to 
the new beets. 


Topsoil moisture supplies 


were short in 44%, adequate in 
55% and surplus in one per cent 
of the counties reporting as of 
last Friday. Subsoil moisture 
supplies were short in 78% and 
adequate in 22% of the counties 
reporting, compared with 15% 
short a year ago.

Omaha (UPI) - A federal 


judge, burdened with more than 
20,000 pages of manuscripts, 
took under advisement Monday 
the question of whether to cati 
witnesses in the trial seeking to 
stop the implementation of new 
meat grading standards. 


District Judge Robert V. 


Denney indicated he wouldn't 
make a decision on the witnesses 
until he wades through the 
evidence presented by the 
government and the plaintiffs. 
The government's briefs totaled 
20,000 pages alone. 


During opening trial remarks, 


Justice Department attorney 
Vincent B. Terlep Jr. contended 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 
was acting within his legal 
authority when he issued the 
beef grading changes. Terlep 
cited the executive order issued 
by President Ford last 
November seeking to stem the 
inflationary tide. 


Omaha attorney Frank 


Pospishil told Denney that as a 
matter of law, the inflationary 
index was "inadequate" and 
therefore the regulations should 
be enjoined. 


The Independent Meat 


Packers Association of Omaha 
was the original plaintiff in the 
suit, but has since been joined by 
various farm, consumer and 
business groups. 


The American Cattleman's 


Association has joined the 
government in defense. 


Denney granted a temporary 


injunction request earlier which 
was upheld by a three-judge 
Appeals Court panel on April 15, 
the day the standards were to 
become effective. 


The appeals panel gave 


Denney 45 days, or a June 1 
deadline, to reach a verdict on 
the issue. Denney said Monday 
he "fully expects" to adhere to 
the appeals court "order." 


Earlier, the government in- 


dicated it planned to call about 
13 witnesses and the platiffs in-

Planting Of Corn 
Ahead Of Normal 
With dry weather throughout 
Nebraska most of the past week, 
com planting moved into full 
swing in all sections of the state. 


As of the end of the week, 35% 
of the crop had been seeded, 
compared to 70% planted at this 
time last year and a normal rate 
of 25%, according to the State- 
Federal Division of Agricultural 
Statistics. 


“Due to dry topsoil, some 
farmers are waiting for more 
moisture before planting this 
spring,” the bureau said Monday 
in its weekly crop-weather 
report. 


Winter wheat is in mostly fair 
to good condition statewide, the 
report said. 


Wheat reports range from 
poor to excellent with excellent 
ratings in the central, east cen­ 
tral and southeast districts, it 
was pointed out. 


“Wheat continues to need ad­ 
ditional moisture, but has been 
making good growth,” the ag 
experts noted. As of now, nearly 
20% of the wheat has jointed, 
with the east central and 
southeast districts having the 
greatest percentage, the report 
stated.

Alfalfa weevils have been 
showing up in the southern two- 
thirds of the state with some 
damage reported. 
Sugar beet planting is nearing 
completion in the west. A few 
reports of high winds in the 
southwest were received, 
causing some wind damage to 
the new beets. 
Topsoil moisture supplies 
were short in 44%, adequate in 
55% and surplus in one per cent 
of the counties reporting as of 
last Friday. Subsoil moisture 
supplies were short in 78% and 
adequate in 22% of the counties 
reporting, compared with 15% 
short a year ago.

Omaha (UPI) — A federal 
judge, burdened with more than 
20.000 pages of manuscripts, 
took under advisement Monday 
the question of whether to call 
witnesses in the trial seeking to 
stop the implementation of new 
meat grading standards. 
District Judge Robert V. 
Denney indicated he wouldn’t 
make a decision on the witnesses 
until he wades through the 
evidence presented by the 
government and the plaintiffs. 
The government’s briefs totaled 
20.000 pages alone. 
During opening trial remarks, 
Justice Department attorney 
Vincent B. Terlep Jr. contended 
Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 
was acting within his legal 
authority when he issued the 
beef grading changes. Terlep 
cited the executive order issued 
by President Ford last 
November seeking to stem the 
inflationary tide. 
Omaha attorney Frank 
Pospishil told Denney that as a 
matter of law, the inflationary 
index was “inadequate” and 
therefore the regulations should 
be enjoined. 
The 
Independent Meat 
Packers Association of Omaha 
was the original plaintiff in the 
suit, but has since been joined by 
various farm, consumer and 
business groups. 
The American Cattleman’s 
Association has joined the 
government in defense. 
Denney granted a temporary 
injunction request earlier which 
was upheld by a three-judge 
Appeals Court panel on April 15, 
the day the standards were to 
become effective. 
The 
appeals panel gave 
Denney 45 days, or a June 1 
deadline, to reach a verdict on 
the issue. Denney said Monday 
he “fully expects” to adhere to 
the appeals court “order.”

The six suriving Yeackley 


brothers and sisters, all residents 
of the Milford area, see each 
other often. But the German 
dinner is a special occasion. 


With only immediate family 


and a few guests present, it's an 
intimate chance to reminisce 
about "the old days." Those 
were the days when a pair of un- 
schooled but resourceful Men- 
nonite settlers from Illinois, 
Joseph and Fannie Yeackley, 
eked enough nutrition out of 240 
acres near here to raise eight 
healthy children. 


Recent Death 


This year the special 


camaraderie of the occasion is 
tinged with sadness for the se- 
cond year in a row. The family 
only weeks ago buned its second 
oldest, Mrs. Phoebe Zimmer- 
man, 87. Last year at this time, 
the oldest, Mrs. Lizzie Gascho, 
88, had just died. 


"Our family is getting smaller 


here below," acknowledges 
George, 75, in saying grace, "but 
it's getting bigger in heaven." 


The hostess is retired 


schoolteacher Eva Yeackley, 
73, the only offspring who didn't 
farm or marry a farmer. She 
starts the hot food around. As 
plates fill up with traditional 
fare, the room naturally begins 
to fill with nostalgic conversa- 
tion. 


Mother Yeackley made 


schmierkaese often, says Elsie, 
71, wife of Bert Stutzman. "Dad 
always used to like that a lot." 
She spoons some of the smooth, 
clabbered 
milk-and-cream 


mixture onto her potatoes. 


Eva likes to say the 


schmierkaese is the source of the 
Yeackley family longevity. 
Mother and Dad both lived past 
90, and all the children have 
enjoyed long life. 


But more likely it was the out- 


door exercise required to 
produce enough food the old- 
fashioned way to feed a big fami- 
ly. The Yeackleys tackled the job 
with enthusiasm. 


Dad Yeackley did all his far- 


ming on foot. "We never knew 
our father to rest during the 
day," Eva says. "Up he'd be, out 
he'd go — and he'd never rest 
after dinner. He'd keep working 
until dark." A vineyard, Dad 
Yeackley's pride and joy, 
provided him with a hobby. 


Mother Yeackley was just as 


industrious a provider. She 
tended an extensive apple and 
plum orchard and grew berries 
of every variety. "I don't think 
there was any berry or fruit they 
didn't have," says Emma, 83, 
wife of Ed Roth. 


Mother Yeackley also kept 


chickens, geese, ducks and 
guinea fowl and worked an 
extensive garden plot. Most of 
the surplus produce was buried 
or dried, although some was 
sealed in big stone jars with red 
sealing wax. Barrels of 
sauerkraut were made for winter 
storage, and Eva says she would 
still just as soon have a glass of 
cold sauerkraut juice as 
lemonade on a hot day.

canners; several still raise 
radishes from seed descended 
from their grandmother's gar- 
den.

9 Wiretaps OKd 
In State In 1974 


By The Associated Press 
There were nine state- 


authorized wiretaps in Nebraska 
during 1974, each in the Omaha- 
Lincoln area, resulting in a total 
of 53 arrests. 


The nine taps equaled the 


number authorized in 1973, ac- 
cording to a report filed by the 
administraive office of the U.S. 
Courts, 


The 1974 taps involved 4,848 


calls, and all but 15 were related 
to narcotics cases. 


Those 15 involved a Lincoln 


kidnaping case which remains 
unsolved, according to Deputy 
Lancaster County Atty. Robert 
Gibson. 


Each of the taps was author- 


ized by judges. Judge William 
Blue of Lincoln authorized six, 
Judge James Buckley of Omaha, 
two, and Judge Ted Richling of 
Omaha, one. 


There were no federally au- 


thorized taps in the state last 
year, although one did occur in 
1973. 


State-approved taps in 1973 


took place in Dodge, Frontier 
and Sarpy counties, as well as in 


Commencement

Dr. Robert Hough 


UNL English 
Prof. Hough 
Dies At 50 


Services are pending for a 


much-honored English professor 
at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln, Dr. Robert L. Hough, of 
3000 Stratford, who died in Lin- 
coln Monday. He was 50. 


Hough returned to full-time 


teaching in 1969 after serving as 
assistant, associate and finally 
acting dean of the College of 
Arts and Sciences. He had taken 
the acting dean post for a short 
while until Dean Melvin George 
was appointed. 


In 1972 Hough was awarded 


the Anms Chaikin Sorensen 
Award from the NU Foundation 
for distinguished teaching in 
humanities. He was credited 
with beginning the summer 
reading courses for UNL 
students. 


He was a specialist in the 19th 


century American novel who 
also studied Nebraska authors, 
Willa Gather specifically. 


The students liked him, accor- 


ding to their nominations which 
resulted in an Outstanding 
Nebraskan Award from the 
student-run Daily Nebraskan in 
1963. 


He was a Los Angeles native 


who attended UNCLA, the 
University of Redlands at 
California and earned his 
bachelors degree from Pomona 
College at Claremont, Calif. 


His masters work was done at 


Columbia, his Ph.D., at Stan- 
ford. He was a Phi Beta Kappa. 


Among his published works is 


a study of the American social 
reform novelist William Dean 
Howells, "The Quiet Rebel." 
The University of Nebraska 
Press published his "The West 
of Owen Wister." 


Hough was a chairman of the 


American Studies policy com- 
mittee and a member of the 
UNL Teaching Council, the 
Modern Language Association 
and the Midwest

Language Association. 


His survivors include his wife.

University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln Chancellor James 
Zumberge has developed 
procedures to limit tenure and 
"fully intends to abide by the 
resolution" the NU regents 
passed in April, ordering the 
plan ready on Friday. 


A spokesman for Zumberge 


said the chancellor will deliver 
details of the plan when regents 
meet at the Milo Bail Student 
Center on the Omaha campus, at 
10 a.m. 


The plan, designed to insure 


that the number of tenured 
faculty will not exceed 75% of 
those eligible beginning this fall, 
was forwarded to the NU System 
office Monday. 


Zumberge's spokesman said 


the UNL administration will 
make no counter-proposal to 
allow more than 75% of the 
faculty to hold tenure. 


The spokesman said some 


tenure recommendations on 89 
faculty members up for regents' 
approval last month, but which 
were deferred, will be re- 
submitted Friday. But no firm 
number has yet been established 
on how many of the 89 will be 
recommended and added to the 
agenda, he said. 


The current percentage of 


tenured UNL faculty is about 
73%. NU President D. B. Varner 
has said if all 89 tenure 
recommendations had been ap- 
proved in April, that ratio would 
have climbed above 80%. 


School Lunch Limits 
Of Eligibility To Rise 


New income guidelines from 


the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture to determine 
eligibility for free and reduced- 
price school meals will be about 
11% higher next year. 


For example, the eligibility 


level for a family of four will in- 
crease from $4,510 to $5,010, 
generally called the poverty 
level. 


But Ray Steinert, school food 


services director for the State 
Department of Education, said 
the effect of the increase will 
"really be not too great" in 
Nebraska. 


Steinert said the increased 


dollar limits reflect a higher cost 
of living, and "there will not be 
much difference as far as the 
amount of kids we'll be feeding 
next year." 


The only exception is Omaha, 


he said, where "we expect to see 
a tremendous increase because 
of the tornado." 


Across Nebraska Steinert said, 


school food statistics show more 
children have been fed than of- 
ficials expected. 


A year ago, "the number of 


children eligible for a free meal, 
if they would apply, was right 
around 48,000 to 49,000 per 
day," Steinert said. "By October 
last year, that had increased to 


109,000," because of the drought 
and early killing frost which 
reduced farmers' marketable 
products. 


But March estimates on 


claims for federal reim- 
bursements in school food 
programs have fallen back to 59,- 
000 to 62,000 he said, attributing 
that partially to a decline in the 
inflation rate. 


The federal guidelines are 


minimums. State income 
guidelines can be 257c higher for 
free meals, up to $6.263, and 
75% higher for reduced-price 
meals, up to $10,020, as set by 
the State Education Depart- 
ment. 


"I think we'll go the maximum 


allowable," Steinert said, noting 
that Nebraska will probably con- 
form with decisions m Kansas, 
Iowa, Minnesota and Missouri at 
a July meeting. 


The federal income factor for 


eligibility under the Aid to 
Dependent Children portion ot 
the formula also will increase 
$500 in fiscal 1976, up to $5,050 
for an urban family of four. It 
will not affect other children 
eligible for services under Title I 
of the Elementary and Secon- 
dary Education Act, because the 
formula uses 1970 census data.

The spokesman for Zumberge 


said no report will be made to 
regents on a third resolution, 
directing NU Executive Vice 
President Steven Sample to 
study NU tenure policies and to 
make recommendations to 
reduce the tenure fraction over 
the next several years.

A year ago, “the number of 
children eligible for a free meal, 
if they would apply, was right

day,” Steinert said. “By October 
last year, that had increased to

The spokesman for Zumberge 
said no report will be made to

torney Bernard Wishnow said 
the insurance company would be 
hurt by the department action.

Insurance Department's super- 
visory role in the Pioneer opera- 
tion, he outlined specific actions 
requiring prior approval from 
his office.

CINCINNATI (AP) - Base- 


ball's tobacco-chewing purists 
would sputter in disbelief and 
choke on their chaw. 


Chewing tobacco mixed with 


bubble gum? Heresy! 


Not to Johnny Bench, Merv 


Rettenmund and coach Alex 
Grammas, "Gumball Wizards" 
of the Cincinnati Reds. 


"It kills the taste," said 


Bench, his cheek bulging. "You 
don't chew'the gum into the to- 
bacco. You just kind of wrap it 
around the chaw to keep it to- 
gether." 


"I marinate mine in a soft 


drink," said Rettenmund, in airy 
tones of a gourmet. "Makes it 
nice and juicy." 


Pete Rose, who loathes to- 


bacco of any form, finds the 
whole messy wad hard to swal- 
low. "I tried tobacco once. Got 
sick. Didn't know you were sup- 
posed to spit the stuff out, "he 
said. 


Rose admits his disdain for 


tobacco goes deeper than simple 
distaste. "A damn umpire spit 
some on my shoe one time when 
I took the lineup card to home 
plate," he growled. 


Bench said Grammas, a 27- 


year veteran as player or coach, 
introduced him to the gumball. 
"He's an old pro at it,"said 
Bench. 


Grammas, an Alabaman, said 


the gumball is catching on in 
popularity, especially with the 
younger players who find the 
foul juices tough to stomach. 


Rettenmund admits losing his 


first bout with chewing to- 
bacco—"First time I tried it I 
got dizzy"—but the gumball was 
love at first bite. "Now I have 
special recipes," he said. "My 
best is the six-cent special—the 
deluxe gumball. 


"You take two large sugarless 


sticks of gum and one flavored. 
You chew it until it's moist and 
soft. Then I take it out of my 
mouth, sit down on the dugout 
bench, spread it on my knee into 
a big square and then put a 
clump of tobacco in the middle 
of it. I wrap the gum around the 
tobacco and pop it back in." 


Bench finds a good chaw of 


tobacco soothing to his nerves. 


"It's a release. Since you can't 


yell at the ump or say anything 
to the fans, you just spit," he 


said. "Gum wears out your jaws 
and sunflower seeds are messy, 
especially for a catcher " 


How does he avoid the lico- 


rice look on his teeth? 


"You brush your teeth a lot," 


said Bench. "And I use sugar- 
less gum. Got to take care of the 
teeth." 


Bench said tobacco as a home 


remedy which he offered on a 
television talk show nearly cost 
him a fan. 


"I told the audience chewing 


tobacco helped me get rid of 
congestion when I had a bad 
cold," he said. "A week later I 
got a nasty letter from this little 
old lady who said she tried 
it—and got sick."

U. S. Open. 


But it wasn't to happen on this

From a nine-man scramble 


when the day's play started, 
Watson and Ewing moved into a 
share of the lead and made it a 
two-man fight at the turn 


Watson put on the pressure 


with birdies on three of the next 
four holes and soared out in 
front alone when Ewing, 
fighting desperately for his first 
triumph in eight years on the 
tour, bogeyed the 16th and 17th. 


"I just dogged it coming in," 


the disappointed Ewing said. 
"The wheels came off." 


Playing in front of Watson, he 


was tied for the lead going to the 
16th hole. 


But the hard-hitting Ewing 


drove into the right rough, mis- 
sed the green with his approach, 
chipped over the green, chipped 
back and one-putted for bogey. 


That gave Watson the lead 


alone. 


Ewing three-putted from a 


great distance—perhaps 60

Crampton, a winner last week in 
Houston, could do no better than 
par-71 and was tied at 274 with 
one-time Dallas fireman Dwight 
Nevil. Nevil shot a 67. 


Johnny Miller, a three-tune

to a 74 that left him tied for 35th 
at 281. 


Miller needed only a tie for 


27th to reclaim the season's 
money-winning led from the ab- 
sent Jack Nicklaus.

Watson, a psychology major at 


Stanford, and Ewing each holed 
a pair of birdie putts in the 4- to 
6-foot range to pull ahead of the 
closely bunched pack at the turn.

Youngr en .-Group Business Increasing At Ak-Sar-Ben

Omaha — Group business has 


never been better at Ak-Sar-Ben. 


"Based on the reservations we 


have now, I'd say our group 
business will be up by almost 
30% over last year," projected 
Harold Youngren, Ak-Sar-Ben's 
director of information who 
supervises the group tours to the 
Omaha track. 


Youngren said last year's 429 


groups who contacted the Ak- 
Sar-Ben general offices for ac- 
commodations were a record. 
This year, 194 groups have been 
Harold Youfren 


arranged for May and 177 for the 
rest of the Omaha meet which 
ends on July 12. 


"That's 371 for the rest of the 


year without two major bus 
companies," 
Youngren 


explained. "So, I'm sure we'll 
surpass the 500-mark for the first 
time ever." 


As an example of the in- 


creased group activitity at Ak- 
Sar-Ben, 39 buses brought 
patrons here on the opening 
Saturday. That compared with 
24 on a corresponding date in 
1974. 


"A big share of the bus 


business comes from the Kansas 
City area," he said. "In fact, last 
year, almost 62% of our group 
business was from Greater Kan- 
sas City. We had another large 
group from the state of Kansas, 
particularly Topeka, and from 
Iowa and Des Moines." 


Groups received a special rate 


when they contact Ak-Sar-Ben. 


On weekdays, groups of 25 or 


more persons receive a discount 
admission ticket for 75 cents. 
The regular admission is $1.25. 


In fact, a group of more than 


100 persons from Minneapolis, 
known as the West End Sports 


Club, charters an airplane and 
makes several trips to attend the 
Ak-Sar-Ben races each season. 


"We're starting to advertise 


and get requests for information 
from people in Tulsa and 
Oklahoma City," Youngren said. 
"It's not really as far away as it 
seems. I'd guess some parts of 
Oklahoma aren't much more 
than 400 miles away. 


"They have a lot of groups 


from Oklahoma that go to the 
races at Oaklawn Park (in Hot 
Springs, Ark.)," he continued. 
"And I'm sure we're getting 


some of those people that went 
to Oaklawn (which ended its 50- 
day season in early April)." 


Youngren said Ak-Sar-Ben has 


never received much group 
business from Lincoln because 
of its close proxmity to Ak-Sar- 
Ben. 


"Most of the people in Lincoln 


just drive up here in cars with 
their friends since it's only about 
an hour away," he said. "It's 
generally not an organized 
group, but rather three or four 
people getting in a car and going 


to the races." 


Nevertheless, recent surveys 


have indicated that more than 
half of the race patrons are from 
outside the Omaha metropolitan 
area. 


A recent survey of license 


plates on cars in the parking lots 
indicated that almost all states in 
the continental United States 
were represented. 


Naturally, the states ajacent to 


Nebraska dominated. 


"We try to appeal to people 


from all over," Youngren said. 
"We think it's a great entertain- 
ment package." 


Sharpe said. 


OU head coach Enos Semore 


expressed his doubts about how 
his team might fair against the 
Huskers "I've talked to the 
other coaches in the conference 
and they feel this is the best 
Nebraska club in a long while. 
They are physically big and 
strong. 


They score a lot of runs and 


have improved their pitching 
staff a lot," said Semore. "We're 
going to have to play well or 
Nebraska will take the series. 


The Huskers will post their 


chances against the strong 
Sooner pitching staff, with five 
hitters batting over .350 and a 
league leading team batting 
average of .323. 


NU Second baseman Gary 


Healey, the third leading hitter 
in the league is currently toting a 
.415 average, followed by 
shortstop Bryant Akisada (.378), 
Norm Glissman (.364), Steve 
McManaman (.359) and Doak 
Fowler (.350). 


The Sooners, ranked third in 


batting in the conference with a 
.296 average, also have one of 
the top pitching staffs in 
collegiate baseball. 


Bob Shirley, the all-time win- 


ningest pitcher in OU history (27 
wins) will start the opener. 
Shirley is 9-1 on the year and 3-0 
in the league with a 2.00 earned 
run average. 


In the nightcap Breen New- 


comer, 19-0 in his OU career, 
and 4-0 in the Big 8 this year will 
put his league leading ERA of 
1.51 on the line. Sophomore 
hurler Marty Kunkler, 8-0, will 
start the Wednesday game. 
Kunkler is third on the Big 8 list 
with a 2.19 ERA. 


Nebraska, third in the con- 


ference in pitching, will go with 
righthander Dave Buehrer in the 
opener and freshman Steve 
Nagel in the nightcap. 


"Buehrer has really pitched 


well in his last few appearences. 
He's also the most experienced 
against the Sooners and had a 
fine game against them last 
year," said Sharpe. 


"If our pitching holds up and

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - 


Dick Allen must be taking di- 
plomacy lessons from Henry 
Kissinger. 


The 33-year-old Allen stood in 


his locker space in the Phila- 
delphia Phillies' clubhouse Mon- 
day and greeted old enemies like 
he was trying to win the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 


"Hi there," he said to an old 


adversary from the media. 
"Long time no see." And you got 
the feeling he was glad to see the 
guy- 


"Right back where it all 


started Rich, oops, Dick," said 
the media man, sort of feeling 
his way. 


"Like Smokey the Bear, I'm 


making tracks but not going 
anywhere," replied Allen, who 
began his major league career in 
1963 with the Phils. 


"I hope it's better this time," 


Allen added, a faraway look in 
his eyes indicating he hadn't 
forgotten the controversies, his 
constant battle with the media. 


Allen was reacquired by the 


Phillies last Wednesday after 
tours of duty with the St. Louis 
Cardinals, Los Angeles Dodgers 
and Chicago White Sox. He's 
been taking batting practice and 
doing a lot of running to get in 
shape. 


"He'll start at first base 


Wednesday night," Phillies' 
Manager Danny Ozark an- 
nounced. 


Allen at times played the con- 


trite kid. "What more can I do? 
Maybe show up for a change?" 
joked the slugger recognized for 
his tardiness and absence almost 
as much as for his great hitting. 


Then, in the next breath, Al- 


len said: 'Til be honest with 
you. From the bottom of my 
heart the only ones I displeased 
were a few members of the 
press. I wanted privacy and 
there were a few incidents. They 
got in the newspapers and 
stirred people up." 


Quickly, Allen went the other 


way: 


"I expect it to be a little dif- 


ferent this time. I'll put my hand 
in God and walk with him. I'm 
sure it will be all right. I don't 
want to do nothing but hit that 
ball." 


Allen says he's swinging the 


bat as well as he ever did, which 
is pretty good. He has a lifetime 
batting average of .292, with 319 
home runs and 977 runs batted in 
in 12 major league seasons. He 
hit .301 with 32 homers and 88 
RBI before leaving the White 
Sox last year, three weeks before 
the season ended. 


"I'm hitting them just like I 


did the other 12 years," he said. 


Someone asked if he ever 


thought about what he might 
have accomplished if he'd bad a 


different attitude, a different 
personality, say like Ted Wil- 
liams, Willie Mays or Hank Aa- 
ron? 


"I'm 
not interested in 


records," Allen replied. "I just 
enjoy playing baseball, getting 
together with my teammates. 
It's the togetherness. I don't 
count how many home runs I hit 
or how many years I hit .300. I 
remember in 1964, Tony Taylor 
hit .258 but he was the most 
valuable player on the Phillies 
because of the way he played the 
game. I feel the same way." 


Ozark said he was pleased with 


Allen's swinging in batting prac- 
tice Monday afternoon. "I keep 
saying that I'm not worried 
about his hitting," he said. "He 
may get three hits his first three 
times at bat. I'm concerned that 
he doesn't pull a muscle in his 
legs." 


Ozark pointed out that Allen 


wasn't used to running on arti- 
ficial fields. At Chicago, only the 
infield inside the base lines was 
artificial. 


"I know that if Dick has to let 


it out running he's going to do 
it," Ozark said. "His legs are not 
in top condition but they're real 
close: Hell, we spend 30 days in 
Florida, play a week and 
someone pulls."

PH ILAD ELPH IA (AP) - 
Dick Allen must be taking di­ 
plomacy lessons from Henry 
Kissinger. 
The 33-year-old Allen stood in 
his locker space in the Phila­ 
delphia Phillies’ clubhouse Mon­ 
day and greeted old enemies like 
he was trying to win the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 
"Hi there,” he said to an old 
adversary from the media. 
“Long time no see. ” And you got 
the feeling he was glad to see the 
guy- 
“ Right back where it all 
started Rich, oops, Dick,” said 
the media man, sort of feeling 
his way. 
“Like Smokey the Bear, I ’m 
making tracks but not going 
anywhere,” replied Allen, who 
began his major league career in 
1963 with the Phils. 
“I hope it’s better this time,” 
Allen added, a faraway look in 
his eyes indicating he hadn’t 
forgotten the controversies, his 
constant battle with the media. 
Allen was reacquired by the 
Phillies last Wednesday after 
tours of duty with the St. Louis 
Cardinals, Los Angeles Dodgers 
and Chicago White Sox. He’s 
been taking batting practice and 
doing a lot of running to get in 
shape. 
‘‘He’ll start at first base 
Wednesday night,” Phillies’ 
Manager Danny Ozark an­ 
nounced. 
Allen at times played the con­ 
trite kid. “ What more can I do? 
Maybe show up for a change?” 
joked the slugger recognized for 
his tardiness and absence almost 
as much as for his great hitting. 
Then, in the next breath, Al­ 
len said; “I ’ll be honest with 
you. From the bottom of my 
heart the only ones I displeased 
were a few members of the 
press. I wanted privacy and 
there were a few incidents. They 
got in the newspapers and 
stirred people up.” 
Quickly, Allen went the other 
way: 
“I expect it to be a little dif­ 
ferent this time. I’ll put my hand 
in God and walk with him. I ’m 
sure it will be all right. I don’t 
want to do nothing but hit that 
ball.” 
Allen says he’s swinging the 
bat as well as he ever did, which 
is pretty good. He has a lifetime 
batting average of .299, with 319 
home runs and 977 runs batted in 
in 12 major league seasons. He 
hit .301 with 32 homers and 
RBI before leaving the White 
Sox last year, three weeks before 
the season ended. 
“I ’m hitting them just like I 
did the other 12 years,” he said. 


Someone asked if he ever 
thought about what he might 
have accomplished if he’d had a 


different attitude, a different 
personality, say like Ted Wil­ 
liams, Willie Mays or Hank Aa­ 
ron? 
“ I ’m not interested in 
records,” Allen replied. “I just 
enjoy playing baseball, getting 
together with my teammates. 
It s the togetherness. I don’t 
count how many home runs I hit 
or how many years I hit .300. I 
remember in 1964, Tony Taylor 
hit .258 but he was the most 
valuable player on the Phillies 
because of the way he played the 
game. I feel the same way.” 


Ozark said he was pleased with 
Allen’s swinging in batting prac­ 
tice Monday afternoon. “ I keep 
saying that I ’m not worried 
about his hitting.” he said. “He 
may get three hits his first three 
times at bat. I’m concerned that 
he doesn’t pull a muscle in his 
legs.” 
Ozark pointed out that Allen 
wasn’t used to running on arti­ 
ficial fields. At Chicago, only the 
infield inside the base lines was 
artificial. 
“I know that if Dick has to let 
it out running he’s going to do 
it," Ozark said. “His legs are not 
in top condition but they’re real 
close. Hell, we spend 30 days in 
Florida, play a week and 
someone pulls.”

\olunteer in the local hospital 
for three years At first I worked 
in a gift shop, but I now consult 
the patients about their menus I 
admit I enjoy being 'on the floor' 
so to speak and working with 
patients directly 


I have met a woman who 


works for the hospital as a paid 
patient representative I believe 
she handles patients complaints 
and cuts through red tape to get 
certain services for them and 
their families 


Is there much call for patient 


representatives in hospitals9 I 
think I would like to be one 


Answer — This is a kind of 


job that might be perfect for 
vou It takes a knowledge of the 
hospital and how it operates, 
and in fact, who operates it 
More than that, it requires 
genuine interest in the patients 
and concern for their well-being 


Patient 
representatives are 


ombudsmen 
(or 
om- 


budswomen1) They represent 
the patient to the staff and ad- 
ministration 
They understand 


that patients have rights in 
hospitals, and they teach the 
staff members to support these 


rights 


In essence, patient represen- 


tatives are proof to the patients 
that someone does care about 
them as persons with non- 
medical needs and feelings that 
need attention 


Patient representatives find 


the time to listen to patients 
Many times they can improve 
service which the staff did not 
know was poor They can do lit- 
tle things like getting a TV 
adjusted or seeing that a patient 
gets a promised walk to the 
sunroom They do big things like 
getting information about what 
tests are scheduled and whv, if 
the patient wants to know they 
e\en sometimes help the patient 
get vital information about 
whether or not to accept a cer- 
tain proposed treatment 


Patients rights are mv olved in 


all these patterns As medicine 
becomes increasingly complex, 
it is easy for doctors to forget 
that their patients need to know 
what is happening what to 
expect how they are going to 
feel etc 


We all know that knowledge 


often displaces fear, and the 
patient representative helps the 
patient get knowledge needed 


for this purpose

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Gas Tax Hike Advanced 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee approved a bill Monday 
imposing a multibillion-dollar 
gasoline tax while punishing 
energy waste and rewarding con­ 
servation. 
The 19-16 vote climaxed what 
Chairman A1 Uliman. D-Ore., 
termed a “long, tough ordeal” 
for the committee. 
Four Democrats joined the 
committee’s 12 Republicans in 
dissent. 
Then the committee agreed 
27 8 that a windfall profits tax on 
petroleum producers should not 
be included in this energy tax 
package. 
Such a levy would have been 
intended to drain away any 
excess petroleum industry 
profits resulting from price con­ 
trols being taken off U.S. crude 
oil. Price decontrol legislation is 
tied up in the House Commerce 
Committee's energy subcom­ 
mittee. 
The tax bill could be before 
the full House by next week. 
The bill would boost the 
federal tax on gasoline by as 
much as 23 cents a gallon during 


the next few years, create quotas 
and new duties on imported 
petroleum, tax gas-guzzling new 
cars if automakers fail to meet 
mileage efficiency standards, tax 
some industrial and business use 
of petroleum and natural gas, set 
up a trust fund to encourage 
developing new energy sources, 
and give personal tax cuts to 
Americans who install energy- 
conserving home insulation. 


The committee rejected, 23- 


12, an attempt to eliminate the 
measure’s quota section, which 
Uliman described as “a very 
basic part of the bill.” 
A key vote came when the 


committee, 
reversing itself, 
decided 23-12, 
to eliminate a 
provision authorizing standby 
machinery for the U.S. govern­ 
ment to become the sole buyer 
and seller of imported oil. 
The central feature of the bill 
would be a boost in the present 4 
cents a gallon general tax on gas­ 
oline, where each 1 cent a gallon 
increase produces $1 billion in 
revenue. 
The measure would provide 
for a 3 cents a gallon hike next 
year — generating roughly $3 
billion. That would be followed 
in 1977 by an increase of another 
20 cents a gallon, coming in 5 
cents a gallon stages. 


Union Painters On Strike 


About 65 members of Lin­ 
coln's Painters Local 1923 were 
on strike Monday, but a 
spokesman for that group said 
other construction tradesmen in 
Lincoln were working as normal. 
Ed Kleineweber, financial 
secretary for Local 1923, said 
representatives will meet with 
the Building Construction 
Employers Association of Lin- 


coln Wednesday to try and 
hammer out a new contract. 
Purpose of the painters’ 
strike. Kleineweber said, is to 
keep certain provisions, in­ 
cluding safety precautions, in 
the new contract. Wages are not 
the critical issue, he said. 
The two-year contract for 
Local 1923 members expired 
April 1. 


Life Begins At Forty: 
Big, Little Tasks Performed 
By Patient Representatives 


By JOANNE FARRIS 
Question: — “ I ’ve been a 
volunteer in the local hospital 
for three years. At first I worked 
in a gift shop, but I now consult 
the patients about their menus. I 
admit I enjoy being ‘on the floor' 
so to speak and working with 
patients directly. 
“I have met a woman who 
works for the hospital as a paid 
patient representative. I believe 
she handles patients’ complaints 
and cuts through red tape to get 
certain services for them and 
their families. 
"Is there much call for patient 
representatives in hospitals? I 
think I would like to be one.” 
Answer: — This is a kind of 
job that might be perfect for 
you. It takes a knowledge of the 
hospital and how it operates, 
and. in fact, who operates it. 
More than that, it requires 
genuine interest in the patients 
and concern for their well-being. 
Patient representatives are 
ombudsmen 
(or 
om- 
budswomen!). They represent 
the patient to the staff and ad­ 
ministration. They understand 
that patients have rights in 
hospitals, and they teach the 
staff members to support these 


rights. 
In essence, patient represen­ 
tatives are proof to the patients 
that someone does care about 
them as persons with non­ 
medical needs and feelings that 
need attention. 
Patient representatives find 
the time to listen to patients. 
Many times they can improve 
service which the staff did not 
know was poor. They can do lit­ 
tle things like getting a TV 
adjusted or seeing that a patient 
gets a promised walk to the 
sunroom. They do big things like 
getting information about what 
tests are scheduled and why, if 
the patient wants to know; they 
even sometimes help the patient 
get vital information about 
whether or not to accept a cer­ 
tain proposed treatment. 
Patients’ rights are involved in 
all these patterns. As medicine 
becomes increasingly complex, 
it is easy for doctors to forget 
that their patients need to know 
what is happening, what to 
expect, how they are going to 
feel. etc.

Fairly Active 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
stock 
market 
absorbed 
the 
news of the Cambodian seizure 
of a U.S. merchant vessel with 
few visible shock effects Mon­ 
day, finishing mixed in fairly ac­ 
tive trading. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials up about a point at 
mid-afternoon when the report 
of the incident in the Gulf of 
Thailand reached Wall Street, 
wound up with a mild 2.66 loss at 
847.47. 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock 
index advanced .08 to 90.61, and 
the New York Stock Exchange 
composite of more than 1,500 
common issues was up .03 at 
48.01. 
Gainers nosed out losers 779 to 
680 among the 1,844 issues 
traded on the Big Board. 
NYSE volume came to 22.41 
million shares, down from the 
heavy 28 44 million total record­ 
ed on Friday. 
The market, evidently battl­ 
ing an undercurrent of profit 
taking, made little progress 
during the morning. 
After the lunch hour, the Dow 
began a gradual advance that 
brought it from a loss of about 2 
points to a plus-1 reading before 
the White House announced 
that a Cambodian naval vessel 
had fired on and seized the U.S. 
Merchant ship Mayaguez, which 
it described as an unarmed con­ 
tainer ship. 
The budding advance ended at 
that point, but no heavy selling 
pressure developed and the 
market settled back into a drif­ 
ting pattern. 
Some analysts said they were 
impressed and even a little sur­ 
prised by the market’s seeming 
calm over the Cambodian in­ 
cident. 
Under other circumstances— 
without the evident optimism 
over the economic future that 
has been underlying the market 
for several months—the general 
view on Wall Street was that 
there might have been a substan­ 
tial selloff. 
One supporting factor was 
Friday’s report of a big drop in 
business inventories in March— 
a development which in theory 
clears the way for an earlier 
economic recovery because it 
reduces the buildup of goods 
clogging the pipelines of the dis­ 
tribution system. 
Commonwealth Edison, the 
day’s most active issue, slipped 
3/« to 241/1. A block of 563,000 
shares of the northern and cen­ 
tral Illinois utility’s stock traded 
near the close at 24 *4. 
Occidential Petroleum, also 
active, added Vs to I6V2 after a 
112-point gam Friday. Late Mon­ 
day morning, the company an­ 
nounced it had found a new 
natural gas field in California’s 
Sacramento Valley.

Imaginary Image Helps Heat Hand 


Imagine you're holding your hands over an 


open fire, or in the sunlight. 


Concentrate on the sense of pulse in your 


hands. 


These are few of the suggestions a biofeed- 


back specialist might make to a person un- 
dergoing biofeedback training in order to over- 
come migraine headaches. 


But what do your hands have to do with your 


aching head? 


A good deal in the case of migraines, said Dr. 


Jerry Shannon, biofeedback unit coordinator with 
the Lincoln-Lancaster Mental Health Center. 


Researchers have discovered the people who 


are subject to migraines also have cold 
extremities, Dr. Shannon said. 


They have found that if such people can be 


taught to raise the temperature in their hands, 
the headaches are frequently lessened or even 
eliminated. 


For many people, this can be accomplished 


through the use of biofeedback. 


During the training period, a skin ther- 


mometer — which is part of a temperature feed- 
back unit, is attached to the person's finger. 


He or she is then instructed to "warm your 


hands." 


Although the biofeedback assistant can make 


suggestions to help in the warming process, for 
the most part it is up to the individual to discover 
a method that works for him, Dr. Shannon said. 


The methods vary widely. Dr. Shannon said 


he heard of one client who was able to warm her 
hands by imagining she was swimming through 
warm spaghetti. 


The biofeedback machine tells the person — 


by means of a needle or a tone — when the 
temperature in his hand begins to rise. 


The person then begins to associate the 


success indicated by the machine with a certain 
way of feeling. And he is told to remember that 
feeling. 


Through practice, the association becomes 


stronger, and, ultimately the person should be 
able to achieve the desired result simply by 
having a particular thought or feeling. 


"It's the immediate feedback" from the 


machine that helps the person learn, Dr. Shannon 
said. 


"As the training proceeds ... we have them 


do it (raise the temperature) without" using the 


feedback unit. 


Eventually, the person should be able to raise 


the temperature in his hands whenever he needs 
to — without using the machine — in order to 
combat migraines.

If you suffer from chronic tension, high blood 


pressure or migraine headaches, there may be a 
machine in your future. 


A procedure known as biofeedback, which 


makes use of electronic equipment to measure 
bodily functions, has proven itself a valuable tool 
in overcoming such maladies, according to Dr. 
Jerry Shannon. 


Dr. Shannon, a psychologist who is biofeed- 


back unit coordinator at the Lincoln-Lancaster 
Mental Health Center, said, in the case of 
migraines, 60 to 85% of those who learn the 
biofeedback approach notice an amelioration or 
elimination of their headaches. 


Biofeedback is based on the fact that such 


"automatic" bodily functions as temperature, 
heart rate and blood pressure can, to some ex- 
tent, be consciously controlled. 


Practitioners 
of meditation methods 


associated with Eastern cultures have long been 
aware of this, Dr. Shannon said. 


However, until fairly recently, Western socie- 


ty believed that "involuntary" functions were 
beyond the range of conscious control. 


Out The Window 


That belief was thrown out the laboratory 


window when researchers discovered they could 
. tram rats to control certain bodily functions, Dr. 
Shannon said. 


The biofeedback concept dates back about 15 


years, he continued. But the procedures were not 
widely used until three or four years ago. 


A person undergoing biofeedback training 


relies on an electronic instrument or instruments 
to detect the function in question, amplify it and 
communicate it back to him by means of a tone, 
light or meter. 


By observing the feedback registered on the 


machine, most people can learn some control 
over some bodily functions. 


At this time, the Lincoln-Lancaster Mental 


Health Center has biofeedback equipment for 
treating migrain headaches (a temperature feed- 
back unit), and tension states (an elec- 
tromyograph, EMG, which reads muscular ac- 
tivity). 


Mental Health Center personnel use biofeed- 


back with some clients as an adjunct to psy- 
chotherapy or other counseling, Dr. Shannon 
said. 


In addition, the Southeast Nebraska 


Technical Community College offers a "tension 
reduction" course which utilizes the biofeedback 
equipment and personnel at the center. 


Rehabilitation 


"Probably one of the most beneficial areas" 


in which biofeedback is used is physical 
rehabilitation, Dr. Shannon said 


Physical therapists "have had some fantastic 


results" using biofeedback to tram physically dis- 
abled people to regain control over their muscles, 
he said. 


Biofeedback is also useful to industrial 


engineers, said Dr. David Cochran, assistant 
professor of industrial and management systems 
engineering at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 


The Industrial Engineering Department at 


UNL is currently using some biofeedback equip- 
ment, Dr. Cochran said, plans to obtain more. 


In industrial engineering, the biofeedback 


equipment is used to measure what kind of effect 
certain work-related activities and situations have 
on such things as heart rate and oxygen consump- 
tion. 


During testing, the researcher monitors the 


results — the subject of the experiment does not 
see them, Dr. Cochran said. The subject is not 
asked to try to control any functions. 


The purpose of such research, according to 


Dr. Cochran, is to enable industrial engineers to 
devise working situations and tasks that will en- 
courage optimum worker performance. 


"We deal with all types of labor from white 


collar on down to physical labor," he said. 


Controversy Brewing 


At the present time, there is a controversy 


brewing over the increasing availability of 
biofeedback equipment, Dr. Shannon said. 


"Manufacturers are really gearing up" to 


produce the equipment — some of which is being 
sold for home use. 


"There could be a few risks" for some people 


if they used biofeedback equipment without 
supervision, he said. 


For example, if an individual who has had 


high blood pressure for a long time reduces his 
blood pressure through biofeedback, there could 
be a risk of stroke, he explained 


Because of concern over the proliferation of 


the equipment, a bill is pending in Congress 
which would put biofeedback equipment under 
the control of the federal Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA). 


Proponents of the bill believe the equipment 


should be made available only through a doctor's 
prescription. 


'Take Over' 


Dr Marty Klein, assistant professor of psy- 


chology at Nebraska Wesleyan University, said 
attempts to place the equipment under FDA con- 
trol may result from the medical profession's 
desire to "take over" biofeedback 


Noting that virtually all of the pioneering and 


contemporary research on biofeedback has been 
done by psychologists, Dr. Klein said, 
"Physicians are pretty much ignorant of what it is 
used for." 


And he added that, by limiting the use of 


biofeedback, physicians are trying to "protect 
their terntoiy." 


Dr Shannon agreed, "There are some people 


who would like to see it used only in a medical 
setting. 


"But, of course, psychologists are not in 


favor of that, given the type of process it is " 


However, it is important to "have medical 


liason" when working with biofeedback, he 
added. 


Lincoln psychiatrist, Dr. R. G. Osborne, uses 


biofeedback equipment in his private practice as 
well as at Veterans' Hospital. 


Although it is rather unusual for a" psy- 


chiatrist to have biofeedback equipment in his or 
her office, he said some are doing research with it 
and, in a few cases, using it clinically 


He said that generally, people in the medical 


field are "curious about it" and "are taking a 
'wait and see' attitude."

A p ro cedu re kno wn as bio feedback, wh ich 
makes u se o f electro nic eq u ip ment to measu re 
bo dily fu nctio ns, h as p ro v en itself a v alu able to o l 
in o v erco ming su ch maladies, acco rding to Dr. 
Jerry Sh anno n. 
Dr. Sh anno n, a p sy ch o lo gist wh o is bio feed­ 
back u nit co o rdinato r at th e Linco ln-Lancaster 
Mental Health Center, said, in th e case o f 
migraines, 60 to 85 % o f th o se wh o learn th e 
bio feedback ap p ro ach no tice an amelio ratio n o r 
eliminatio n o f th eir h eadach es. 


Bio feedback is based o n th e fact th at su ch 
“au to matic 
bo dily fu nctio ns as temp eratu re, 
h eart rate and blo o d p ressu re can, to so me ex ­ 
tent, be co nscio u sly co ntro lled. 
P ractitio ners o f m editatio n m eth o ds 
asso ciated with Eastern cu ltu res h av e lo ng been 
aware o f th is, Dr. Sh anno n said. 
Ho wev er, u ntil fairly recently , Western so cie­ 
ty believ ed th at “inv o lu ntary ” fu nctio ns were 
bey o nd th e range o f co nscio u s co ntro l. 
Ou t Th e Windo w 
Th at belief was th ro wn o u t th e labo rato ry 
windo w wh en research ers disco v ered th ey co u ld 
. train rats to co ntro l certain bo dily fu nctio ns, Dr. 
Sh anno n said. 


Th e bio feedback co ncep t dates back abo u t 15 
y ears, h e co ntinu ed. Bu t th e p ro cedu res were no t 
widely u sed u ntil th ree o r fo u r y ears ago . 
A p erso n u ndergo ing bio feedback training 
relies o n an electro nic instru ment o r instru ments 
to detect th e fu nctio n in q u estio n, amp lify it and 
co mmu nicate it back to h im by means o f a to ne, 
ligh t o r meter. 


By o bserv ing th e feedback registered o n th e 
mach ine, mo st p eo p le can learn so me co ntro l 
o v er so me bo dily fu nctio ns. 
At th is time, th e Linco ln-Lancaster Mental 
Health Center h as bio feedback eq u ip ment fo r 
treating migrain h eadach es (a temp eratu re feed­ 
back u nit), and tensio n states (an elec­ 
tro my o grap h , EMG, wh ich reads mu scu lar ac­ 
tiv ity ). 
Mental Health Center p erso nnel u se bio feed­ 
back with so me clients as an adju nct to p sy ­ 
ch o th erap y o r o th er co u nseling, Dr. Sh anno n 
said. 


In additio n, th e So u th east Nebraska 
Tech nical Co mmu nity Co llege o ffers a “tensio n 
redu ctio n” co u rse wh ich u tilizes th e bio feedback 
eq u ip ment and p erso nnel at th e center. 
Reh abilitatio n 
“Pro bably o ne o f th e mo st beneficial areas” 
in wh ich bio feedback is u sed is p h y sical 
reh abilitatio n, Dr. Sh anno n said. 
Ph y sical th erap ists “h av e h ad so me fantastic 
resu lts” u sing bio feedback to train p h y sically dis­ 
abled p eo p le to regain co ntro l o v er th eir mu scles, 
h e said. 


Bio feedback is also u sefu l to indu strial 
engineers, said Dr. Dav id Co ch ran, assistant 
p ro fesso r o f indu strial and management sy stems 
engineering at th e Univ ersity o f Nebraska- 
Linco ln. 
Th e Indu strial Engineering Dep artment at 


UNL is cu rrently u sing so me bio feedback eq u ip ­ 
ment, Dr. Co ch ran said, p lans to o btain mo re. 
In indu strial engineering, th e bio feedback 
eq u ip ment is u sed to measu re wh at kind o f effect 
certain wo rk-related activ ities and situ atio ns h av e 
o n su ch th ings as h eart rate and o x y gen co nsu mp ­ 
tio n. 
Du ring testing, th e research er mo nito rs th e 
resu lts — th e su bject o f th e ex p eriment do es no t 
see th em, Dr. Co ch ran said. Th e su bject is no t 
asked to try to co ntro l any fu nctio ns. 


Th e p u rp o se o f su ch research , acco rding to 
Dr. Co ch ran, is to enable indu strial engineers to 
dev ise wo rking situ atio ns and tasks th at will en­ 
co u rage o p timu m wo rker p erfo rmance. 
“We deal with all ty p es o f labo r fro m wh ite 
co llar o n do wn to p h y sical labo r,” h e said. 
Co ntro v ersy Brewing 
At th e p resent time, th ere is a co ntro v ersy 
brewing o v er th e increasing av ailability o f 
bio feedback eq u ip ment, Dr. Sh anno n said. 
“Manu factu rers are really gearing u p ” to 
p ro du ce th e eq u ip ment — so me o f wh ich is being 
so ld fo r h o me u se. 


“Th ere co u ld be a few risks” fo r so me p eo p le 
if th ey u sed bio feedback eq u ip ment with o u t 
su p erv isio n, h e said. 
Fo r ex amp le, if an indiv idu al wh o h as h ad 
h igh blo o d p ressu re fo r a lo ng time redu ces h is 
blo o d p ressu re th ro u gh bio feedback, th ere co u ld 
be a risk o f stro ke, h e ex p lained. 
Becau se o f co ncern o v er th e p ro liferatio n o f 
th e eq u ip ment, a bill is p ending in Co ngress 
wh ich wo u ld p u t bio feedback eq u ip ment u nder 
th e co ntro l o f th e federal Fo o d and Dru g Ad­ 
ministratio n (FDA). 
Pro p o nents o f th e bill believ e th e eq u ip ment 
sh o u ld be made av ailable o nly th ro u gh a do cto r’s 
p rescrip tio n. 
‘Take Ov er’ 
Dr. Marty Klein, assistant p ro fesso r o f p sy ­ 
ch o lo gy at Nebraska Wesley an Univ ersity , said 
attemp ts to p lace th e eq u ip ment u nder FDA co n­ 
tro l may resu lt fro m th e medical p ro fessio n's 
desire to “take o v er” bio feedback. 
No ting th at v irtu ally all o f th e p io neering and 
co ntemp o rary research o n bio feedback h as been 
do ne by p sy ch o lo gists, Dr. K lein said, 
Ph y sicians are p retty mu ch igno rant o f wh at it is 
u sed fo r.” 


And h e added th at, by limiting th e u se o f 
bio feedback, p h y sicians are try ing to “p ro tect 
th eir territo ry .” 
Dr. Sh anno n agreed, “Th ere are so me p eo p le 
wh o wo u ld like to see it u sed o nly in a medical 
setting. 
“Bu t, o f co u rse, p sy ch o lo gists are no t in 
fav o r o f th at, giv en th e ty p e o f p ro cess it is.” 
Ho wev er, it is imp o rtant to “h av e medical 
liaso n” wh en wo rking with bio feedback, h e 
added. 


Linco ln p sy ch iatrist, Dr. R. G. Osbo rne, u ses 
bio feedback eq u ip ment in h is p riv ate p ractice as 
well as at Veterans’ Ho sp ital. 
Alth o u gh it is rath er u nu su al fo r a p sy ­ 
ch iatrist to h av e bio feedback eq u ip ment in h is o r 
h er o ffice, h e said so me are do ing research with it 
and. in a few cases, u sing it clinically . 
He said th at generally , p eo p le in th e medical 
field are “cu rio u s abo u t it” and “are taking a 
wait and see’ attitu de.”

Through Unicam Maze

In a inarch against time, state 


budget bills Monday struggled 
through a maze of floor 
amendments toward final action 
in the Legislature. 


The only major change in a 


series of appropriations 
measures considered by senators 
was the addition of $200,000 for 
the governor's emergency fund 
during fiscal 1975-76. 


That is the fund which is 


tapped for natural disaster 
assistance, such as last winter's 
blizzards and this spring's tor- 
nadoes. 


Up To $500,000 


The addition, proposed by 


Sen. Eugene Mahoney of 
Omaha, boosted the fund to 
$500,000 for the coming fiscal 
year. 


Speaker Jules Burbach of 


Crofton warned lawmakers that 
any budget bills which do not 
receive final legislative action by 
Friday may not be returned by 
Gov. J. James Exon in time to 
attempt to override his item veto 
reductions. 


In order to receive final 


reading Friday, those bills must 
be printed in final form and laid 
on the senators' desks 
Wednesday. 


Still waiting second stage floor 


action are the major operational 
budget bill and the major capital 
construction budget bill of the 
1975 session. 


LB610, the appropriations 


measure for education agencies, 
is awaiting a number of 
proposed amendments. 


Rejected Monday, for the se- 


cond time, was Sen. John 
Cavanaugh's bid to add $45,000 
for'women's athletic programs 
at the University of Nebraska at 
Omaha. 


Needing 25 votes, the motion 


fell on a 20-18 count. 


Sen. Richard Maresh of 


Milligan won 31-1 consent for a 
$12,000 appropriation to the Lin- 
coln campuses to add a sorghum 
research technician to the NU 
staff. 


Mahoney's emergency fund 


addition, attached to LB604, was 
approved on a 32-0 vote. 


$32,000 A Day 


Disaster assistance is costly, 


he noted. National Guard 
operations in Omaha in the wake 
of last week's tornado are 
costing $32,000 a day, he said. 


Mahoney also won 26-7 ap- 


proval to add $18,000 to the 
Military Department's budget 
for the National Guard's recruit- 
ment program. 


Cavanaugh succeeded in rever- 


sing an earlier legislative deci- 
sion to attach the Technical 
Assistance Agency to the Depart- 
ment of Economic Develop- 
ment. The merger was untied on 
a 27-6 vote. 


Also added to LB604 was an 


amendment reversing an earlier 
decision to earmark $92,000 in 
the governor's emergency fund 
for flood protection at Hansen 
Lake in Sarpy County. The 
earlier action was un- 
constitutional, in the opinion of 
the attorney general. 


Projects Added 


Two Game and Parks Com- 


mission projects were added to 
another budget bill, LB609. 


Sen. 
Orval Keyes of 


Springfield gained 25-11 adop- 
tion of an amendment providing 
$30,000 to lay plans for an 
aquarium, visitor center and 
nature center at Schramm 
Recreation Area in Sarpy Coun- 
ty- 


Sen. Jack Mills of Big Springs 


won 28-2 approval for a $15,000 
appropriation to renovate Cham- 
pion Mill in Chase County. 


The largest proposed addition 


of the day was rejected. 


Cavanaugh proposed an ad- 


ditional appropriation of $647,- 
000 in state aid for community- 
based mental retardation 
programs, including $504,000 for 
the Omaha region. 


Appropriations Chairman 


Richard Marvel of Hastings 
objected, noting that the com- 
mittee's recommendation of $2.8 
million in state aid is "exactly 
what the Department of Public 
Institutions asked for." 


Cavanaugh's proposal was 


rejected on a 16-22 count. 


Diplomacy Proposal Revived 


Revised Two-Prison Plan 
Collects Strong 33-5 Vote 


A revised two-prison plan to 


replace the Men's Reformatory 
won strong 33-5 endorsement in 
the Legislature Monday and was 
sent on its way toward final 
reading. 


At least 30 votes will be 


needed to override an almost 
certain gubernatorial veto. 


Gov. J. James Exon supports 


a single replacement prison and 
has vowed to veto the two- 
facikty approach in LB417. 


The revised plan, sponsored 


by the Judiciary Committee, 
provides for: 


—a $5 million facility for 200 


to 250 inmates in Lincoln; a 
1975-76 initial appropriation of 
$350,000; construction to begin 
by July 1, 1976. 


—a $4 million facility for 175 


to 200 inmates in Douglas Coun- 
ty; an initial appropriation of 
$300,000; construction to begin 
by Jan. 1, 1977.

Gen. Harold Mosher, said 
if all four amendments were in- 
cluded when the bill is passed, 
"the cumulative effect would 
result in a situation which would 
be very difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, to successfully defend the 
constitutionality of LB344," 


Aurora Sen. Maurice Kremer 


asked for the opinion after the 
amendments were added to his 
bill last week.

Bill To Add 
License Fe£ 
Is Shot Down 


The Legislature's Revenue 


Committee Monday killed a bill 
that would have charged 
motorists an additional $2 every 
four years when license plates 
are issued. 


The committee killed LB69 on 


a vote of 5-2. 


The provision calling for the $2 


increase in license fees was 
offered on the floor of the 
Legislature by Alliance Sen. 
Leslie Stull. It was then sent to 
the Revenue Committee for a 
hearing. 


Stull said the additional fee 


was needed to help pay for the 
cost of making license plates. 


Originally, the bill would have 


set deadlines for Appropriations 
Committee action on the state 
budget bills. Stull struck all of 
that language and substituted 
the $2 increase. 


Stull wanted the additional $2 


fee so that all of the current 
$15.30 annual license plate fee 
could go to build highways. 


Voting to kill the bill were 


Sens. James Dickinson of 
Omaha, Donald Dworak of 
Columbus, Dennis Rasmussen of 
Scotia and Eugene Mahoney and 
William Skarda, both of Omaha. 


Voting against the kill motion 


were Sens. Cal Carsten of Avoca 
and Ron Cope of Kearney.

permit Metro to levy one mill for 
capital construction through 
June 30, 1986, while the other 
schools could only levy the 
property tax through June 30, 
1980. The other would permit 
Metro to levy up to 2Vfe mills for 
operation and capital construc- 
tion, while the other schools are 
limited to a total mill levy of 2 
mills. 


"There may be a legally accep- 


table reason which would permit 
such diverse legislation for 
technical community college 
areas, but it is not readily 
evident," the attorney general's 
opinion said. 


Two amendments offered by 


Hastings Sen. Richard Marvel 
also conflict with the constitu- 
tion, the opinion said. 


Mosher said an amendment 


that would require the 
Legislature to approve capital 
construction projects rather than 
the area boards would make the 
bill unconstitutional. 


Another Marvel amendment 


which would define "tuition in- 
come" and distribute state aid in 
proportion to that income also 
"casts a cloud on the con- 
stitutionality" of the bill. 


"Although tuition charges and 


fees may vary from area to area 
under this amendment, the prac- 
tical effect is to force uniform 
tuition rates," Mosher wrote in 
the opinion. 


Bill Introduced 
To Clear Away 
Aid Roadblocks 


The Nebraska Unicameral 


Monday, acting with only days 
left in this year's session, ap- 
proved the introduction of a bill 
designed to clear away any legal 
barriers to disaster assistance for 
individuals. 


The bill, LB613, was in- 


troduced at the request of the 
Legislature's executive board 
and stemmed from the tor- 
nadoes that struck Nebraska last 
week.

Prison construction plans have 


been buried by gubernatorial 
vetoes in the last two legislative 
sessions. 


Even if LB417 clears a veto 


this year, Swigart said, it could 
become involved in"a tangle" 
over finding a suitable Omaha 
site for the second facility. 


Operational costs for two 


prisons would be substantially 
greater than funding for a single 
institution, he said. 


Exon supports a proposal for 


one 300-inmate facility in Lin- 
coln. 


But Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha said the new plan would 
allow the state to concentrate on 
community-based programs 
rather than "a large collecting 
tank" for prisoners. 


Swigart's effort to restore the 


bill to its original form failed on 
a 7-26 vote.' 


LB417 also provides for a $50,- 


000 appropriation to begin plan- 
ning for new maximum security 
facilitates for 250 inmates, either 
modernizing or replacing the 
Penitentiary. 


7% Spending 
Cut Sought 
By DeCamp 


Neligh Sen. John DeCamp an- 


nounced plans Monday to seek a 
7% across-the-board cut in state 
spending. 


Similar attempts last week to 


cut spending by 3 and 10% 
failed. 


DeCamp said his 7% cut 


would save $24 million and head 
off the need for tax increases. 


His amendment would take all 


the existing language out of his 
liquor price setting bill and sub- 
stitute the 7% cut. 


The bill is LB204. "I think the 


governor would sign it" if it 
were passed by the Legislature, 
DeCamp said. "In a sense it puts 
the burden on the governor." 


DeCamp said that the 30% 


state income tax increase ad- 
vocated by Gov. J. James Exon 
would result in a 60% increase in 
withholding from pay checks 
because the year's retroactive 
tax increase would be squeezed 
into half a year. 


He said the people do not want 


increased taxes. "Senators who 
do not recognize this are going to 
be ex-senators," DeCamp said.

Fire At Satellite Supper Club 
Most Costly Of 1974 In Lincoln 


The blaze that spread swiftly 


through the Satellite Supper 
Club on Labor Day, 1974, was 
the most costly of the year. 


The insured loss in the fire 


was a half-million dollars, the 
biggest chunk of the highest an- 
nual' fire loss in Lincoln's 
history, $1.8 million, according 
to the fire department's annual 
report. 


The total compares with $1,- 


357,514 in 1973, $653,636 in 1972, 
$632,631 in 1971 and $763,116 in 
1970. 


Despite the fire's quick spread 


through the Satellite Club — fire 
fighters racing to the scene saw 
heavy smoke three-quarters of a 
mile away — no one was injured 
in the holocaust. 


50 People Escaped 


More than 50 patrons and 


employes fled the club at 3223 
Cornhusker Hwy. — billed as the 
largest supper club in the state 
— seconds after smoke was seen 
coining from an office shortly 
after 11 p.m. 


Investigators officially ruled 


out arson as a cause of the fire 
after months of investigation. 
The cause of the fire is carried as 
undetermined. 


The second largest fire during 


the year was the July 8 fire at the 
Burlington Northern ice house in 


Speed limit 
Relaxation 
Is Opposed 


State Motor Vehicles Director 


John L. Sullivan Monday warned 
state senators that relaxing 
penalties for exceeding the 55 
m.p.h. speed limit might jeopar- 
dize federal highway funds for 
Nebraska. 


In a letter, Sullivan said that 


by prohibiting the assessment of 
court costs and points against 
speeders the Legislature is en- 
couraging traffic violators. 


LB381 has been amended by 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha 
to assess only a $10 fine for going 
up to 10 m.p.h. over the 
Interstate speed limit of 55 
m.p.h. 


Sullivan also renewed his plea 


for passage of law requiring 
motorcyclists to wear helmets. If 
LB328 is not enacted by June 30, 
$5 million in federal construc- 
tion funds and $2 million in 
highway safety funds will be 
lost, he said. 


In 1976, the safety funds would

In a march against time, state 
budget bills Monday struggled 
through a maze of floor 
amendments toward final action 
in the Legislature. 
The only major change in a 
series of appropriations 
measures considered by senators 
was the addition of $200,000 for 
the governor’s emergency fund 
during fiscal 1975-76. 
That is the fund which is 
tapped for natural disaster 
assistance, such as last winter’s 
blizzards and this spring’s tor­ 
nadoes. 
Up To $500,000 
The addition, proposed by 
Sen. Eugene Mahoney of 
Omaha, boosted the fund to 
$500,000 for the coming fiscal 
year. 
Speaker Jules Burbach of 
Crofton warned lawmakers that 
any budget bills which do not 
receive final legislative action by 
Friday may not be returned by 
Gov. J. James Exon in time to 
attempt to override his item veto 
reductions. 
In order to receive final 
reading Friday, those bills must 
be printed in final form and laid 
on the senators’ desks 
Wednesday. 
Still waiting second stage floor 
action are the major operational 
budget bill and the major capital 
construction budget bill of the 
1975 session. 


LB610, the appropriations 
measure for education agencies, 
is awaiting a number of 
proposed amendments. 
Rejected Monday, for the se­ 
cond time, was Sen. John 
Cavanaugh’s bid to add $45,000 
for women’s athletic programs 
at the University of Nebraska at 
Omaha. 
Needing 25 votes, the hiotion 
fell on a 20-18 count. 
Sen. Richard Maresh of 
Milligan won 31-1 consent for a 
$12,000 appropriation to the Lin­ 
coln campuses to add a sorghum 
research technician to the NU 
staff. 


Mahoney’s emergency fund 
addition, attached to LB604, was 
approved on a 32-0 vote. 
$32,000 A Day 
Disaster assistance is costly, 
he noted. National Guard 
operations in Omaha in the wake 
of last week's tornado are 
costing $32,000 a day, he said. 
Mahoney also won 26-7 ap­ 
proval to add $18,000 to the 
Military Department’s budget 
for the National Guard’s recruit­ 
ment program. 


Cavanaugh succeeded in rever­ 
sing an earlier legislative deci­ 
sion to attach the Technical 
Assistance Agency to the Depart­ 
ment of Economic Develop­ 
ment. The merger was untied on 
a 27-6 vote. 
Also added to LB604 was an 


amendment reversing an earlier 
decision to earmark $92,000 in 
the governor’s emergency fund 
for flood protection at Hansen 
Lake in Sarpy County. The 
earlier action was un­ 
constitutional, in the opinion of 
the attorney general. 
Projects Add ed 
Two Game and Parks Com­ 
mission projects were added to 
another budget bill, LB609. 
Sen. 
Orval 
Keyes of 
Springfield gained 25-11 adop­ 
tion of an amendment providing 
$30,000 to lay plans for an 
«aquarium, visitor center and 
nature center at Schramm 
Recreation Area in Sarpy Coun­ 
ty. 
Sen. Jack Mills of Big Springs 
won 28-2 approval for a $15,000 
appropriation to renovate Cham­ 
pion Mill in Chase County. 


The largest proposed addition 
of the day was rejected. 
Cavanaugh proposed an ad­ 
ditional appropriation of $647,- 
000 in state aid for community- 
based mental retardation 
programs, including $504,000 for 
the Omaha region. 
Appropriations 
Chairman 
Richard Marvel of Hastings 
objected, noting that the com­ 
mittee’s recommendation of $2.8 
million in state aid is “ exactly 
what the Department of Public 
Institutions asked for.” 
Cavanaugh’s proposal was 
rejected on a 16-22 count.

A revised two-prison plan to 
replace the Men’s Reformatory 
won strong 33-5 endorsement in 
the Legislature Monday and was 
sent on its way toward final 
reading. 


At least 30 votes will be 
needed to override an almost 
certain gubernatorial veto. 
Gov. J. James Exon supports 
a single replacement prison and 
has vowed to veto the two- 
facility approach in LB417. 


The revised plan, sponsored 
by the Judiciary Committee, 
provides for: 
—a $5 million facility for 200 
to 250 inmates in Lincoln; a 
1975-76 initial appropriation of 
$350,000; construction to begin 
by July 1, 1976.

Gen. Harold Mosher, said 
if all four amendments were in­ 
cluded when the bill is passed, 
“the cumulative effect would 
result in a situation which would 
be very difficult, if not impossi­ 
ble, to successfully defend the 
constitutionality of LB344.” 
Aurora Sen. Maurice Kremer 
asked for the opinion after the 
amendments were added to his 
. bill last week. 
Two of the amendments 
provide special treatment for the 
Metro Technical Community 
College in Omaha. One would

Is Shot Down 


The Legislature’s Revenue 
Committee Monday killed a bill 
that would have charged 
motorists an additional $2 every 
four years when license plates 
are issued. 
The committee killed LB69 on 
a vote of 5-2. 
The provision calling for the $2 
increase in license fees was 
offered on the floor of the 
Legislature by Alliance Sen. 
Leslie Stull. It was then sent to 
the Revenue Committee for a 
hearing. 
Stull said the additional fee 
was needed to help pay for the 
cost of making license plates. 
Originally, the bill would have 
set deadlines for Appropriations 
Committee action on the state 
budget bills. Stull struck all of 
that language and substituted 
the $2 increase. 
Stull wanted the additional $2 
fee so that all of the current 
$15.50 annual license plate fee 
could go to build highways. 
Voting to kill the bill were 
Sens. James Dickinson of 
Omaha, Donald Dworak of 
Columbus, Dennis Rasmussen of 
Scotia and Eugene Mahoney and 
William Skarda, both of Omaha. 
Voting against the kill motion 
were Sens. Cal Carsten of Avoca 
and Ron Cope of Kearney. 


permit Metro to levy one mill for 
capital construction through 
June 30, 1986, while the other 
schools could only levy the 
property tax through June 30, 
1980.

Mosher said an amendment 
that would require the 
Legislature to approve capital 
construction projects rather than 
the area boards would make the 
bill unconstitutional. 


Another Marvel amendment 
which would define “tuition in­ 
come” and distribute state aid in 
proportion to that income also 
“ casts a cloud on the con­ 
stitutionality” of the bill. 


“ Although tuition charges and 
fees may vary from area to area 
under this amendment, the prac­ 
tical effect is to force uniform 
tuition rates,” Mosher wrote in 
the opinion.

The Nebraska Unicameral 
Monday, acting with only days 
left in this year’s session, ap­ 
proved the introduction of a bill 
designed to clear away any legal 
barriers to disaster assistance for 
individuals. 
The bill, LB613, was in­ 
troduced at the request of the 
Legislature’s executive board 
and stemmed from the tor­ 
nadoes that struck Nebraska last 
week. 
Earlier, state officials said 
current state law prohibits 
assistance to private individuals. 
The bill would make it possible 
for them to receive federal 
money which is channeled 
through the state. 
According to the executive 
board, the legislation would 
allow those in tornado areas to 
receive up to $5,000. The state 
would provide 25% of that 
amount. 
Introduction was approved on 
a 30-0 vote. 


Luedtke of Lincoln, who 
objected to the original motion 
to change the bill from a single 
prison proposal into a two- 
facility plan, said he supports the 
new measure “provided we get 
something done this year.” 
Sen. Warren Swigart of Omaha 
opposed the new proposal, 
arguing that the Legislature 
should “take the most certain 
route” toward gaining approval 
for new prison construction. 
Exon’s veto could mean that 
“ we may end up doing nothing 
again this year,” he warned. 
Prison construction plans have 
been buried by gubernatorial 
vetoes in the last two legislative 
sessions. 
Even if LB417 clears a veto 
this year, Swigart said, it could 
become involved in“a tangle” 
over finding a suitable Omaha 
site for the second facility. 
Operational costs for two 
prisons would be substantially 
greater than funding for a single 
institution, he said. 
Exon supports a proposal for 
one 300-inmate facility in Lin­ 
coln. 
But Sen. Ernest Chambers of 
Omaha said the new plan would 
allow the state to concentrate on 
community-based 
programs 
rather than “a large collecting 
tank” for prisoners. 
Swigart’s effort to restore the 
bill to its original form failed on 
a 7-26 vote/ 
LB417 also provides for a $50,- 
000 appropriation to begin plan­ 
ning for new maximum security 
facilitites for 250 inmates, either 
modernizing or replacing the 
Penitentiary. 


7% Spe nding 
Cut Sought 
By De Ca mp 


Neligh Sen. John DeCamp an­ 
nounced plans Monday to seek a 
7% across-the-board cut in state 
spending. 
Similar attempts last week to 
cut spending by 3 and 10% 
failed. 
DeCamp said his 7% cut 
would save $24 million and head 
off the need for tax increases. 
His amendment would take all 
the existing language out of his 
liquor price setting bill and sub­ 
stitute the 7% cut. 
The bill is LB204. “I think the 
governor would sign it” if it 
were passed by the Legislature, 
DeCamp said. “In a sense it puts 
the burden on the governor.” 
DeCamp said that the 30% 
state income tax increase ad­ 
vocated by Gov. J. James Exon 
would result in a 60% increase in 
withholding from pay checks 
because the year’s retroactive 
tax increase would be squeezed 
into half a year. 
He said the people do not want 
increased taxes. “Senators who 
do not recognize this are going to 
be ex-senators,” DeCamp said.

State Motor Vehicles Director 
John L. Sullivan Monday warned 
state senators that relaxing 
penalties for exceeding the 55 
m.p.h. speed limit might jeopar­ 
dize federal highway funds for 
Nebraska.
